A Week of Big Speeches in 
the Senate. 


Senator Hale Airs His Views on Cleve­ 


land and Civil Service Reform. 


House Proceedings—Large Number of 


Billa Presented. 


The feature of the last week in Congress 
ha3 been the opportunity presented to some 
of the senators to relieve their minds on 
various 
important 
sublets. 
Senator 
Eugene F. Halo of Marne made a speech 
charging insincerity on the part of Cleve­ 
land m regard to civil service reform; Sen­ 
ator Brown of Georgia w anted the internal 
revenue taxes repealed, mainly because the 
import was tyrannical and its enforcement 
inqui itorial, and tended to make the hardy 
mountaineers of Georg a (“moonshiners”) 
disloyal to the United States. 
Senator 
Vance was of the same general opinion, 
but was also a free trader in raw materials. 
The Blair educational 
bill drew forth 
speeches from Senator Gray on its uncon­ 
stitutionality, and it also mot with uncom­ 
promising hostility irom Senator Vest. 
V est on S tate ll gilts. 
Monday.—In the Senate bills were intro­ 
duced and reierred as follows: 
By Mr. Sherman, for tho investment of 
certain bolide im ho treasury; a1 o to estab­ 
lish a bureau of adulteration, and to regu­ 
late and prohibit the importation, manu­ 
facture mid sale of adulterated articles of 
food and drugs. 
Bv Mr. Dawes, for the appointment of a 
sup rintendent of Indian schools. 
By Mr. Jones, Nevada, concurrent resolu­ 
tion requesting the Pres dent to negotiate a 
treaty with Cn na containing a provision 
that no Chinese shall enter the United 
States except ambassadors aud others en­ 
gaged in the diplomatic service and m er­ 
chants 
engaged in trade between the 
United Slates and fore'g » countries. 
Mr. Hoar offered a resolution, w hich was 
adopt d, caping upon the postmaster gen­ 
eral for information as to what length of 
tim e books or oilier parcels received by 
mail from i'oreien countries are detained at 
the New York Custom House, and the lea- 
sons for such detention. 
The Senate then took up the resolution 
offered by Mr. Brown. Jan. 4, declaring that 
it is toe im erative duty of Congress to en­ 
act appropriate legislation for tho repeal of 
the internal revenue laws. Mr. Brown ad­ 
dles-cd the Senate in support of the resolu­ 
tion. 
The resolution wns tnbled, and the Biter 
education bill was then taken lip as the un­ 
finished bus ness. Mr. Nest oppose! the 
bill. It lie were called upon. lie said, to 
frame a title for it, he would call ,t “An act 
to erect a monument to the memory of Al- 
exnuder Hand ton mid to encourage ti endi- 
cancy in the Southern State-;.” lf this bill 
becomes a law. he said, it will be by South­ 
ern votes iii th s Senate and in the other 
house of Congress. But there is one place 
of refuge still left in the Constitution—the 
brave and honest man who is now President 
of this republic. I n ess lie is false to the 
principles cf his whole life and of the great 
«■arty w ich elected him. ne will interpose 
Ii is. executive veto in the path of this most 
abominable and undemocratic measure.” 
The Senate, on motion of Mr. Harris, went 
into executive session, and half an hour 
later adjourned. 
I.aud F o rfeitu re. 
In Hie House, tho question of committee 
clerks excited a general discussion of the 
subject. Mr. Perkins of Kansas offered an 
amendment providing th at every member 
of the House not a chairman of a commit­ 
tee should have a clerk at a salary of $100 
a month. 
Mr. Brumm of Pennsylvania 
favored tho amendment, and said that the 
chairmen of committees should not be so 
selfish as to keep "all the pork themselves.” 
Mr. Strobic of Iowa also favored tho propo 
anon. Mr. Browne of Indiana opposed the 
rroation of 
, 0J additional d irk s. 
Mr. 
Blount of Georgia urged his party friends to 
defeat the amendment. Messrs. Hayne and 
Scott oI Pennsylvania favored t the amend­ 
ment. After further expression of o d nion. 
en motion of Mr. Mills of Texas, the report 
aud pending amendment were recommitted 
to the committee on accounts. 
The speaker then proceeded to call the 
States for the introduction of bills and 
resolutions. 
Mr. Anderson of Iowa introduced a pre- 
snide and resolut on 
reciting that the 
Pacific lailroad companies have persistently 
refused to comply w ith the various acts of 
Cong; ess passed for their regulation, aud 
that the act of la 78 provides that, if tho 
companies failed to perform all the require­ 
ments of that and previous acts, tile attor­ 
ney general should take steps for a for­ 
feiture of all grants, privileges and fran- 
ch ses derived by them from the United 
States: and directed tho attorney general 
to report to the House what steps have been 
taken by him to secure a judicial enforce­ 
m ent of the forfeiture, ana, if none have 
been taken, his reason ior not pioceeding 
as directed by law. 
Mr. Mnrseof Massachusetts introduced a 
bill for the enlargement of the custom house 
at Boston. 
On motion of Mr. Long of Massachusetts, 
Thursday. Jan. IO. at 3 o’clocK, was set 
aside for the presentation to tho House of 
portraits of ek-Speakers Sedgwick, Farnura 
and Banks by the Commonwealth of Mas­ 
sachusetts. and a resolution was adopted 
extending on that occasion the privih gesof 
the door to t he committee of the Executive 
council of that State. 
The House then adjourned. 
H ig h ts of Colored C itizens, 
T uesday,—The President's messages as 
to an international convention for 
the 
greater security of life and property at sea. 
in relation to fixing a prime meridiah and 
universal dav, and as to the protection of 
submarine cables, were presented to the 
Senate, and were referred to tho committee 
on foreign relations, also tho President’s 
message as to tho reduction of reservations 
of certain Indians, which was reierred to 
the committee on Indian affairs. 
Mr. Sawyer, from the post office commit­ 
tee. reported, with a recommendation of in­ 
definite postponement. Mr. Butler’s resolu­ 
tion tor tile appointment of a select com­ 
m ittee on the postal telegraph. 
Among the hills introduced and referred 
were the following: 
By Senator Edmunds, to incorporate.the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua, for 
the construction of a ship canal from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific ocean, through 
Nicaragua, or partly through Nicaragua, or

through Costa Rica. 
Mr. Chandler offered a resolution instruct­ 
ing tho judiciary committee to inquire into 
the suppression of the votes of tho colored 
citizens of Jackson, Miss., at the recent 
municipal election in that city, and into the 
alleged participation in such suppression 
by the United Stat; s district attorney and 
by a deputy collector of internal revenue 
and a deputy United States marshal. 
Laid 
on tho table. 
The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of the Blan- educational bill, aud 
Mr. Wilson of Maryland made a constitu­ 
tional argument against it. 
The Senate then, on motion of Mr. Har­ 
rison, proceeded to executive business. 
Senator Edmunds, from the judiciary 
committee, made an adverse report on the 
nomination of L. Q. C. Lamar to be associaie 
justice of the Supreme Court, and Senator 
Pugh, in behalf of the minority of the same 
committee, submitted a favorable report. 
Senator Edmunds made a favorable re­ 
port from the judiciary committee on the 
nomination of William F. Vilas to be secre­ 
tary of the interior. 
Senator Sawyer, from the post office com­ 
mittee, made a favorable report on the 
nomination of Don M. Dickinson to be post­ 
master general. 
The doors were then reopened and the 
senate adjourned.

The House then adjourned. 
Halo on Civil Service R eform . 
W e d n e s d a y .—The resolution offered by 
Mr. Hale on the 12th of December for a 
select committee to examine fully into the 
present condition of the civil service was 
taken 
u p , and Mr. Hale addressed the 
Senate in explanation and advocacy of it. 
The purpose of the speech was to show how 
far President Cleveland had lallen short of 
his promises to maintain the principles of 
civil service reform. He (Hale) had never 
believed 
in 
the 
s ueerity 
of 
these 
pledges, 
because, 
if 
tile 
Democratic 
party believed in any one tiling more 
than 
another, 
ii 
was 
in 
the 
doctrine that "to tho victors belong tho 
spoils.” He had before bim a table show­ 
ing the sweeping chances in all the depart­ 
ments of the government up to June ll. 
1887. That table si owe.! that out of 2379 
presidential postmasters there had been 
20(io chances; out of r»2,009 fourth class 
postmasters there hail been40,000changes; 
out of 33 fore gn ministers. 32 changes; out 
of 21 secretaries of legation. li> chances; 
out of 111 
collectors of customs. IOO 
changes: 32 surveyors of customs were all 
chanced; not one of the 6 naval officers re­ 
mained ; < f 3(1 appraisers b u t--' remained : of 
13 superintendents of mints and assay offices 
there were l l changes; the 9 assistant 
appraisers were all gone; of the 85 collectors 
of internal revenue. 84 had gone in June 
last: of tho l l inspectors of steam vessels, 8 
were gone; of 70 district attorneys, a senti- 
judicial office. Co were changed; of 30 'for­ 


evers- one of the It! surveyo s genet a1 were 
gone; of 224 local land officers, I OO wero 
gone; of IO Indian inspectors and spec! I 
agents, but I remained: of 59Indian agents, 
but 8, and of 88 special agents of the gen­ 
eral laud office, but 4. At this time. June, 
18S7, tho Democratic admin si ration had 
been put little over two years in power. 
Passing on to the subect of political as­ 
sessments. Mr. Hale quoted from the Wash­ 
ington Post 'which he spoke ol as the organ 
of the administration) of Nov. I, in regard 
to the collection of contributions for the 
New York campaign and also a communi­ 
cation in the Washington Republican clo­ 
ser.bing how assessments for that campaign 
were being levied in the gove nment p rn t- 
ing office. From all this, he > aid. something 
OUK hi now to be plainly seen by every man 
whew s not stone blind. 
Mr. Hale’s speech attracted great and un­ 
usual attention in the Senate ( hamber. but 
few of the seal son either side De ng vacant 
during its delivery, which occupied about 
two hours and a half. At its conclusion 
Mr. Butler sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read a circular sent out in 1878 by author­ 
ity of the Republican congressional com­ 
mittee, of which Mr. Hale was a member, 
calling on government employes for polit­ 
ical contributions. 
Mr. Hale justified the circular, and said 
that it directly and explicitly excluded tho 
idea of extorting contributions. 
The Blair education bill was then taken 
up. and Mr. Coke opposed it. He spoke an 
hour, and confined his remarks to the con­ 
stitutional points of the bill. 
Among the bills introduced and referred 
were the following: 
By Mr. Saulsbury—Joint resolution de­ 
claring that no further effort can prop­ 
erly be made by the United States to obtain 
the co-operation of European governments 
n establishing a common ratio of values 
between silver and gold as money. Laid on 
tlie table. 
Mr. Hoar offered a resolution requesting 
the President to transmit to Congress tile 
i eport of the Pacific railroad commission 
Adopted. 
Adjourned. 
Tho P re sid e n t’s Message. 
The House went into committee of the 
whole upon the state of tho Union, for tho 
consideration of the President’s message. 
A resolution referring the message to the 
committee of ways and means was agreed 
to, and tho committee having risen, its ac- 
t on was confirmed by the House. 
Mr. Randall, from the committee on ap­ 
propriations, reported a resolution calling 
on the secretary of the treasury for a sched­ 
ule of all claims allowed by tile accounting 
officers of the treasury under appropria­ 
tions, the balances of which have been ex­ 
hausted or carried into the surplus fund 
under the provisions of the act ot June 20, 
1874. 
After some remarks the resolution was 
adopted, and the House went into commit­ 
tee of the whole on the little deficiency 
bill. 
Mr. Burns of Missouri, in charge of the 
bill, made a statem ent in regard to tho 
failure or the deficiency bill in the last 
se-sion of the Forty-ninth Congress, owing 
to the fact that it was not laid before the 
President in time to receive his signature. 
At that time the committee on conlereuce 
had agreed upon a repoit. and that report 
had been substantially followed out in the 
pending bill. 
He lipped that unless there 
was a case of extreme urgency presented, 
no one would attem pt to engraft ut on the 
hill anything which could be postponed 
until tho urgent deficiency bill was re­ 
ported to the House, 
which 
would be 
within IO days. 
The provision of the bill that no part of 
any appropriation made for the judicial ex­ 
penses of the United States shall be paid 
to any civil officer who has neglected to 
make his emolument return in such man­ 
ner as the attorney general shall direct, 
was stricken out on a point of order raised 
by Mr. Collins of Massachusetts. 
On motion of Mr. Burns, an amendment 
was adopted appropriating $100,OOO for 
the payment of judgments and awards 
against tho United .States on account of 
damages caused by reason of the improve­ 
ment of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 
The committee then rose, the bill was 
passed and the House adjourned. 
Colored T oters In M ississippi. 
Thursday.—In tho Senate, Mr. Chandler 
of New Hampshire piado things lively by 
lits speech on the alleged suppression ot 
colored men’s votes in Jackson. Miss., at a 
recent municipal election. He moved a 
resolution of inquiry by the committee on 
the judiciary, and it was adopted-yeas 29, 
nays 24—a party vote, except that Mr. 
Riddleberger voted with the Democrats, 
while the two Mississippi sehators weie ex­ 
cused from voting. 
Mr. Mitchell called up the bill introduced 
by him on Dec. 12, abrogating all treaties 
heretofore made and now operative between 
the United States government and the Chi­ 
nese empire pertaining t o ’Chinese immi­ 
gration to the United States. Mr. Mitchell 
addressed the Senate in support oI the bill. 
He severely arraigned the Chinese, and was 
iotlowed by Senator Stewart on the same 
side. 
The message of the President regarding 
the invitational the French government to 
participate in the international exposition 
at Paris iii 1889 was referred to the com­ 
mittee on foieign relations. 
The Senate then went into executive ses­ 
sion and adjourned. 
In the House, Mr. Boutelle’s baltle-fiag 
resolution was reported back from the com­ 
mittee on military affaite, and received the 
consent.even of Mr. Boutel Ie, though it was 
amended. The House concurred with ti ie 
Senate as to the salary of the fish commis­ 
sion, and listened to Mr. Blount of Geoigia. 
from the committee on Dost offices and post 
roads, while he specified certain proposed 
amendments to the postal laws in the direc­ 
tion of cheaper postage. Tile House ad­ 
journed after listening to the President’s 
message on the coming French exhibition. 
In te rn a l T axation. 
F riday.—In the Senato, Mr. Chandler of 
New Hampshire moved to recommit the 
bill to credit and pay to the several States 
and Territories and the District ot Colum­ 
bia all moneys collected under the direct 
tax

was up some days ago. Miy.Chandler sup­ 
ported his motion with a speech, to the 
argument* of which Senator Saulsbury of 
Delaware gave his absent. The tile bill was 
laid aside, and Mr. Vance began speak­ 
ing on the 
resolution 
offered by Mr. 
Brown, 
proposing 
to 
abolish 
inter­ 
nal revenue taxation. He said the lines 
had bern drawn closely bv the President’s 
message on the subject of the surplus and 
taxation; the contest had to bo fought out 
squarely and question had to be decided 
unequivocally on its merits. 
That ques­ 
tion was; Should taxation be enforced for 
the support of the government or for the 
enrichment of private individuals? Should 
money be collected from the people for pub­ 
lic or private purposes. No reputable hy­ 
pothesis could be formed which presented 
any other phase of tho question. Lite ques­ 
tion was, where should the reduction of 
taxes begin? 
The proposition of most of 
the Democratic senators following the lead 
of the President, was to tiegin and end 
with tariff taxation. The Republicans, on 
the other hand, proposed to begin by reduc­ 
ing (only in part) internal taxes and by add­ 
ing to the free list those things coming 
from abroad, which did not compete with 
things made in this country and the duty 
onw nich was. therefore, all revenue. 
For himself, he proposed to begin with 


both evils as he found them, excessive in 
tarnal taxes and excessive tariff taxation. 
Why should not the oxcise tax b? repealed 
or greatly modified? 
Tile exigency which 
called it into existence had long since 
passed away. 
It involved the right of a 
man to do what he pleased with his own, 
within the bounds of the law of liberty. 
It involved the right of the farmer to sell 
the product of his la bor to any purchaser who 
offered the best price. It involved the right 
pf tho husbandman to utilize the trait of 
his orchard instead of leaving it to rot on 
the ground. It involved the still more mo­ 
mentous question whether the poor man’s 
cabin should be indeed his castle, protected 
by the organic law. or whether it might be 
ransacked at any hour of the day or night 
by a petty official "dressed in a little brief 
authority” in search of tribute for an over- 
tiownig treasury 
Tlic people of North Carolina Caro littlo 
cr nothing about tho tax on spir ts and 
tobacco. They would pay it cheerfully if 
they could be spared tho oppressive and 
vexatious methods of its collection. It was 
not a question, as was often so trium phantly 
stated, of ti choice between free whiskey 
ami flee blankets, because the duty on 
blankets w s now practically prohibitory 
and thev would not bo anv cheaper if the 
excise on whiskey was removed. 
Mr. Vance proceeded, with much detail, 
to illustrate many of the inconsistencies in 
Hie tariff', particularly as bearing aga ust 
Ute articles consumed by the poor and iii 
favor of those consumed by the rich. Ho 
declared t at the c ntral theory of the 
tariff was iniquity and that he was opposed 
to the w hol^th ng oat and out. He should 
not vote to flit anything on the free Int. the 
tax on which vv s pun* revenue; lie should 
strive earnestly to reduce taxation on the 
necessaries of life mid should discrimi- 
iia e in nothing except, aga.list luxuries, 
and in favor of the helpless. 
Senator G ray on tho B lair R ill. 
The Blair educational bill was next taken 
up and Mr. Gray addressed the Senate. 
What action, he asked, should be taxen by 
Congress when tho secretary of tho in­ 
terior reported 
that the 
"History 
of 
the 
United States” used in Alabama 
or in Texas described, with the warmth 
and 
natuial 
affection 
which 
tile 
people of 
these States have 
for th ir 
kith and kin, the great struggle through 
which they had pa sod a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago; and did not rofuso Ute meed of 
praise which all the world was willing to 
pav to brave men fighting for a mistaken 
cause? Would the senator from New 
Hampshire sit quiet aud content, willing 
for ti e South to learn from that history the 
lesson which it intended fo teach? 
Or if one of those lately teiwdiiotts States 
discarded a bouk which ascribed tho assas­ 
sination of Pres dent Lincoln to so-called 
rebel leaders" (as lie had seen ascribed in a 
scnool book in common use throughout the 
States of Die North), would such State re­ 
ceive the commendation of tho Senator 
from New Hampshire? That was one of 
those questions winch could be thrown into 
Congress by a r port of the secretary of the 
interior; and the waves of sectional debate 
would mu high on just such questions if 
this bill became a law. 
v 
Mr. George said he had found it to bo a 
sale rule of conduct all his life never to 
cross a bridge till he carne to it, ami not to 
trouble himself about difficulties which bad 
not arisen. Whenever an improper school 
book w as attempted t o be forced on tho peo­ 
ple of Mississippi under this or any other 
bill it would be time enough to meet that 
attempt. 
Mr. (tray—Ah. no. That is just the point 
to which I will diroct the attention of sena­ 
tors. 
One year or two hence, when the 
poison of this bill has been instilled into 
the veins of the people who have received 
this money, it will be too late to take the 
backward step. In the course of his argu­ 
ment Mr. Gray asked what truth had been 
so clearly established during tho 
last 
century as this; that the greatest measure 
of liberty and the highest type of citizen­ 
ship aud civilization had been achieved 
ana maintained by local self-government. 
This was an educating influence wnich the 
bill ignored and tended to destroy. Mr. 
Gray said the real danger to the republic 
was not in illiteracy, but in such bills as 
this, which wore directed against the ex­ 
periment of self-government. 
T he A u stralian E xhibition. 
Upon assembling, the House, on motion 
of Mr. Blount, proceeded to the considera 
tionof the bill relating to permissible marks, 
writing or printing, on second, third and 
fourth class mail matter. Mr. Blount briefly 
explained tho provisions of tho measure, 
and the bill was passed. 
Tho House then went into committee of 
tho whole on the private calendar. The 
afternoon was consumed in tho discussion 
of two bills of a private character-one to 
carry out the findings of the Court of 
Cia ms in the case of J. ll. Ayres, and one 
referring to the Court of Claims the claim 
of the owners of the steamer I. N. Bu ,ton. 
When the committee rose the former bill 
was passed, but no action was taken on the 
latter. 
Mr. Morrow of California, from the com­ 
mittee on foreign affairs, reported a joint 
resolution appropriating $50,000 to enable 
tile government to participate in tho inter­ 
national exhibition to be held at Melbourne 
in April, 1888. Committee of tile whole. 
(Accompanying the .joint resolution is a re­ 
port in wail h the committee urges the im­ 
portance of encouraging in every proper 
way the growing com nu rcial and social re­ 
lations between tins country and Australia.) 
The House adjourned till Monday, 


FROM THE ICY NORTH. 


W ash ing ton Notes. 
The President sent to Congress last week 
messages in which the attention of that 
body is called to the terms ct the existing 
submarine cable treaty, which requires the 
enactment of laws looking to the punish­ 
ment of persons lor violations of its provi­ 
sions: also s u 'nutting a report of tho 
lnuian commissioners who recoilrly reached 
agreements with Indians in Montana for 
the reduction of their reservation; also 
recommending that proper legislation be 
be enacted for holding a maritimetionfer- 
ence in Washington with a view of devising 
measures for tho better protection of life 
and property at sea;m d also recommending 
approval cl the Washington meridian con­ 
ference favoring tho establishment of a 
prime meridian amt universal day. 
The House committee on fisheries has 
agreed to report with favorable recom­ 
mendation tho itll! already passed tho 
.Senate, t reating the office of commissioner 
of fisheries with a salary of $5000 a year 
and to be filled by a man skilled in fish 
culture. 
The secretary of the interior, in transm it­ 
ting tile annual report of tile interstate 
commerce commission to Congress, renews 
his recommendation that tile connect on of 
the commission with the Interior Depart­ 
ment be severed, and that it control its own 
expenditures and report direct lo the Presi­ 
dent. 
TheSenate bill for the admission of South 
Dakota mo the Union as tv State provides 
for an elect on to be held Aug. 28. when tho 
people are to pass again upon the new 
constitution aud also upon the proposed 
change of name and boundary. If they ac­ 
cept these, tile new State enters the Union 
without further ceremony. 
Tho Senate committee on interstate com­ 
merce has unanimously ordered favorable 
reports upon the nom nations of all tho in­ 
terstate commerce commissioners.

M ichigan's B eggarly Salary to lie r 
Chief E xecutive M agistrate. 
Detroit, Mich.,' Jan. 6.—Governor Luce 
today said there were many tilings which 
he, as Governor, would like to do, but w hich 
he is debarred front because of the miserable 
pittance of salary paid tile Governor of 
Michigan. As an example of the economies 
Governor Luce is forced to practise, lie 
stated that he was obllged-to take care of 
his own horse and do other menial acts, 
which hts $1000 salary would not permit 
bitt) to litre done.

Awful Work of the Blizzard 
in the Northwest. 


Sixty-three Dead, and 
the 
dumber 


Likely to Reach IOO. 


Graphic) Story of the Rise and Progress 


of the Storm. 


St. Paul, Minn,, Jan. lo.—The terrible 
storm which has swept over the North­ 
west, blockading railroads in rive States, is 
now over, and tho victims of its fury are 
being counted. The pitiful list has already 
reached 03 who ave positively known to 
have perished, and it is growing almost 
every hour. It is not improbable t hat when 
the record is complete it will show IOO 
lives se.criliced to tho awful fury of tho 
blizzard. 
Next to tins the worst blizzard that Min­ 
nesota ever experienced occurred Jan. 7, 8 
and 9, 1873. In that storm 70 people wero 
frozen to dcatii aud thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property destroyed. It extended 
over Dakota, Minnesota, part of Iowa and 
Wisconsin. 
The present storm promises to bo even 
more terrible in its results. It came w ith­ 
out warn ng, as most of the terrible bliz­ 
zards do. At sunrise last Wednesday Dakota 
never had more heavenly winter weather. 
Tile air was clear as crystal and every 
object about the horizon was distinctly 
visible. 
Even the mirage lent its aid to the vision, 
and cities aud towns, lakes and timber 40 
or 50 miles distant were plainly visible. 
Warm and bairnly was the south wind, and 
the sun was not high in the sky before tho 
snow was melting quito rapidly, and tho 
oldest inhabitant began to talk about a 
"January thaw-.” 
Farmers took advantage of the beautiful 
weather to go to town, to draw wood, etc. 
In fact teams were seen on the prairie in 
every direction. About noon a cloud was 
seen along the northwestern horizon, lying 
close to the ground, but stretching from 
the west to the north in a dark semi-circle. 
Little attention was paid to it, but in an 
hour the cloud had swept the couniry, the 
sun was obscured, the snow was falling 
fast, and a galo was blowing from the 
northwest with terrible fury. The blizzard 
had begun. 
The mercury fell rapidly, and by 5 o’clock 
it was 15" below zero, and the next morn­ 
ing it registered 30 below. 
All the while 
the wind increased in fury. 
The snow 
fell thicker and the large amount of snowr 
that 
was already on 
the ground 
was 
blown into 
powder 
aud hurled along 
by

prairie. 
An 
object 40 feet distant could not be seen. 
A 
voice could not be heard six feet away. The 
air was full of snow, and the roaring of tile 
wind and the darkness caused by so much 
snow in the air made the scene the most 
dismal, dreary and forsaken ever looked 
upon. 
Every railroad in Dakota. Minnesota, and 
many in Iowa, Nebraska and Wisconsin 
were blocked. Telegraph wires every where 
were down, and it was not until last night 
thatch* awful results of the storm became 
known. 
A passenger train in tho drifts four and a 
half miles east of Balaton, near Huron, is 
waiting for spring time. It has 34 passen­ 
gers. Nine relief trains were sent to them 
irom Balaton, but could uot get there. Tile 
people turned out with a long rope, and tile 
man at tile head ot the roue stood at

lived for several years at Dixon.

Dak., number nine, while seven persons 
were brought in who have their limns 
badly frozen and amputation rendered nec­ 
essary. 
Other deaths are reported, and 
searching parties will go out as soon as 
practicable.

They cu-lted

but hardly had they reached open air when 
the mine exp oded. The escape of these 
men from death was most wonderful; tho 
horses, iiowever. were killed, and three 
men. tiaraed Turnbull. Harry McCarthy 
and

Charlton, 
wore

"shocked.” 
Th< fact that the accident happened on 
Sum’ y, when onlv a few men were at 
wont, was .ory fortunate 
Had it hap­ 
pened any other day tho loss of life would 
nave been fearful. As it is, tho mine is 
ruined. 
Tho property is owned by a syndicate of 
English and American capitalists and is 
one ct tho most valuable and dangerous 
coal mines in the Provinces. It will I kelv 
lie abandoned now. and efforts be made to 
prevent the roaring underground fires irom 
spreading to adjoining mines. 


AWFUL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Terribly Cold in Texas. 
St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 15.—Despatches from 
a dozen places in northern Texas say the 
blizzard reached that part of the State yes­ 
terday afternoon and that the mercury fell 
from 4u to 65 degrees, reaching almost to 
zero at some points.

Fourteen People Lose Their Lives, and 
Twenty Severely Injured on the Bos­ 
ton Sc Maine Railway. 
On Tuesday afternoon, the loth inst., tho 
eastbound express train, from Portland to 
Boston, leaving the latter city at I o'clock. 
and consisting of eight cars. drawn by tho 
engine Norris, Engineer Thomas French, 
and iii charge of Conductor Weymouth, 
was wrecked a telic Bradford end of tho 
Haverhill bridge, which spans the Merri­ 
mac river between Blanford and Have1 hill. 
Nine persons were killed outright, and be­ 
tween 20 and 30 others were hurt more or 
lo-s seriously. Avo of w horn have since died. 
Two of Hie cars left tho track just as the 
train rounded the curvo. and ono of them 
went crashing into a tank-house, in which 
were several section hands. The car was 
smashed to atoms, and six of the passengers 
wero killed, with two of the raeu in tile 
tank-house. Tile second car was also badly 
smashed, birt the horror of lire was avoided, 
as the train was warmed entirely by steam. 
Tho train passes Brad lord w tliout stop­ 
ping. and was going at great speed when 
tho accident took place. A branch irain 
was standing on the track near the Brad* 
lord end of the brid 0 wailing iorthoex- 
press to Bass over to Haverhill. As the ex­ 
press rounded the curve, two cars left tho 
rails and went crashing into and demol­ 
ished the water-tank house, lh Hrs house 
a number of section hands were eating din­ 
ner. John O'Brien, a retired merchant of 
Bradford, was talking wit It tho section 
hands,and was killed,with Mr.Tayloiv ne of 
the laborers. Tho car that crashed into the 
tank-houso knocked tho louuaatkm out, 
letting the heavy tank down upon the car. 
crushing through the too of tho cur, and 
doing I earful work within. 'The next car 
behind telescoped with the ono ahead of it, 
adding to the fearful havoc. The killed 
and wounded were mostly in these two cars. 
Tho first passenger car which ran into 
the water tank and section house was 
ground almost to atoms, the heavy tank 
crashing through the monitor top. crushing 
it like an eggshell. In tiffs car them wore 
six killed, and nearly all the passengers re­ 
ceived in aries, mostly of a severe nature. 
The passengers in tho cur next to this 
received a bad shaking up. and several 
were thrown over the back of tile seals. 
Tile two rear coaches jumped tile track and 
mn about loo fed , when they were stopped 
by tho automatic brakes. 
All of the pas­ 
sengers m these two cars escaped without 
injuries, although they were badly shaken 
up by tbo cars running over the sleepers. 
Ail tho male passengers in those cars, as 
soon as possible, rushed to the r-scuoof 
those in the forward cars and helped them 
oat. Those in tho smoking car were mostly 
taken out through tho windows. 
Some of 
the occupants crawled outon theirhandsand 
knees, serai presenting a pitiful sight, being 
nadly cut by the glass. 
One man was 
dragged out of tile window with a broken 
leg. and suffered much pain. 
The people in Hie smoker had a fearful 
experience. One of tho wheels on the front 
truck broke and the car bumped against the 
• nd of the bridge, causing it to careen, aud 
the car ran upon the bridge for some dis­ 
tance upon the sleepers, then careened the 
other way ana leaned against the iron­ 
work of toe side of the bridge. The passen­ 
gers found themselves at the top of Hie car, 
while it seemed to those who had sufficient 
pres1 nee of mind to think, that the car was 
tumbling off the b; idgo to the river below. 
Tbo passengers managed to c awl out, none 
being very seriously injured. As soon as 
they reached terra firma, such as were able 
rushed back and helped those who weio in - 
prisoned in the wrecked cars. The entire 
force of physicians in the city was sum­ 
moned bv telephone and was quickly at 
hand, and the wounded wero cared for as 
soon as released, some at private houses, 
some at the hospital aad others at Eagle 
Hotel. 
Tho train was running, according to the 
engineer’s story, at about 18 miles an hour, 
and after Hie smoking-car had broken apart 
from the rea’- part of tim train arid bounded 
forward on tho bridge, tire air brake on the 
car was automatically applied, and the car 
was thrown on its side. 
It is probable that 
but for tiffs brake tile car would have fallen 
into Hie ice-bound Merrimack. IOO feet bo- 
low. The hard-pino stringers of the bridge 
wero badly splintered, but tile bridge, 
which is of iron, withstood the severe strain 
aud was in no way injured.

Reading. Penn., Jan. l f —This section o( 
tile State is fraught with momentous event! 
in tho labor world. All the signs point to a 
long and determined sting (lo for the mas­ 
tery in Hie anthracite region. Twenty-five 
thousand miners of the Lehigh region have 
now been idle four months. 
The great 
lock-out, iii the Schuylkill coal fields has 
now existed for two weeks. No one can 
fort tell when it will end, 
IV. T. Lewis, mcstcr workman of the 
National Miners’ District Asssem’dy, came 
from Philadelphia, where lie made vain 
efforts to get President Corbin and Manager 
McLeod to consent to arbitration. He said 
today that hie mission had been fruitless. 
The parties could not agree, and Mr. Lewis 
returned to the coal regions with the pre­ 
diction that tho siege would be a long 
one. 
The idea is now general that President 
Corbin cannot settle the dispute. The dele­ 
gates expre-s the opinion that he is onlv 
one of a number of railroad presidents who 
have agreed to crush out o rganized labor. 
The men say they will never yield. 
A little coal is being gotten out of the 
William Penn, Kehley Run, Big Mine Run 
and Lawrence ft Brown’s collierio-. Tho 
shipments from all the mines are 200 cars a 
day. They ought to be lo,OOO. 
In reference to the convention tomorrow* 
it may be stated that the miners and rail­ 
roaders will probably decide to pool their 
issues and tight the company.

U nder 
th a t adm inistration th e chief test of fitness 
was loyalty. N ot a few of those then ap­ 
pointed had w ithin the last three years 
been turned out ou the cold charities of the 
w orld to m ake place for men who never had 
auy sym pathy With the principles of which 
Mr. Lincoln had stood as the great repro- 
tentative. 
General G rant and President Hayes had 
during their adm inistration recognized the 
growing sent m eat of the country rn favor 
of civil service reform , and had endeavored

Y et Mr. L am ar stood today on record, by 
his uttered words, as against the spoils 
system , and posed us a reform er. 
Com ing back to the question of presiden­ 
tial postm asters, Mr. Hale said th at in the 
little space of tim e between the adjourn­ 
m ent or Congress and the President’s visit 
to the Adiroudacks he m a le 91 rem ovals 
out of 223 postm asters who had been left, 
and only one appointm ent had been m ade 
of a postm aster to succeed him self. 
P a sing to tho question or the participa­ 
tion of Federal officials in political conven­ 
tions and elections. Mr. Hale referred to the 
m eeting of the New York. Pennsylvania 
and M aryland State com m ittees, at all of 
w hich prom inent Federal officials had been 
active participants. 
Mr. Hawley asked w hether Mr. Hale was 
sure th a t there had been no rem ovals in 
these cases. 
Mr. H ale replied th a t he had yet to learn 
Bot only of any removals, but of any cen­ 
sures.

M ig h t b e T r iu m p h a n tly E le c te d . 
Mr. Vest defended the reputation of Mr. 
Fellows and asked Mr. Hale w hothof Mr. 
Nicoll had not, during the cam paign, w rit­ 
ten a letter for publication to the eff ect 
that no m an stood higher at the bar th an 
Mr. Fellows, and th ai in the prosecution of 
the aldeunan charged with bribery bo had 
done all th a t could be done by any m an. 
Mr. H ale replied th at he had no pi rsoual 
knowledge of either of the candidates in 
th at Im portant contest, and th a t bo knew 
nothing about tile letter in question, n u t 
the President had w ritten anet lier letter to 
Mr. Edward Cooper, saying th at the news 
paper clippings sent to him did not am ount 
to enough even to raise a doubt conct ruing 
his desire for the success of both the State 
and city local tickets of the U nited Dem- 
ocracy. It was th a t letter which had led 
Carl Schurz, one of the leaders in c vt I 
service ref' rut to ask w hat m alignant 
enem y of Mr. Cleveland’s had induced Mr. 
Cot per to extort it on the side of "a typical 
d ead b ea t.’’ I hat was not his (Mr. H ates) 
language, and be Would It ave the .senator 
fr in Missouri (Vest) to deal with Carl 
Schurz rn the m atter, 
Mr. Vest asked Mr. Hale w hether Carl 
Schurz was a Repu; lican. 
Mr. Halo replied th a t lie did not know. 
Mr. Vest—I can distinctly affirm th at he 
is not a Dem ocrat. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Hale then referred to the Dem ocratic 
convention in Wort ester, Mass., w here Mr, 
Saltonstall, the representative of the ad­ 
m inistration, m ade a stat m ein th at lie had 
visited W ashington aud had several inter­ 
views w ith tile President, whom he had 
found to be a veiy dose observer of events i 
and thoroughly informed concerning the 
issues in the cam paign, expressing the hope 
to see Mr. Lover,ng elected governor and 
declaring th a t he had no doubt th a t the 
M assachusetts Democracy was in full ac­ 
cord with him self and his adm inistration. 
Mr. Hale said that m any of the M assachu­ 
setts Independents had been m uch cl scom- 
fi ed by the course of Uie a m inistration, 
and had refused in that election to vote tor 
Hie adm inistration candidate.

The value of the cry of "civil service re­ 
form ” had l eased to be of any estim ation 
in the m inds of the leaders of the Demo­ 
cratic party. Its canvasses would hereafter 
go on in the old-fashioned way. The influ­

A LEGEND OF KING ALFRED. 


[A. P. in New York News.] 
At the age of 22 Alfred, son of Ethelw olf, 
ascended the throne of Wessex, as the West- 
Saxon kingdom was called. 
Three elder brothers had w orn the Eng­ 
lish crown, and each and all the croaking 
Danish Raven had driven to an early grave. 
The fierce sea-kings, the N orthm en, occu­ 
pied nearly all of England. 
An em pty honor was tho kingship of E ng­ 
land when young Alfred cam e to the throne. 
Nearly all the land was captive to the Dane. 
Seven years did Allred gripe the sceptre 
and draw the sword of royalty, 
One by one th e powerful English nobles 
fled abroad, leaving their boy m onarch to 
fa<e alone the bitter blasts of adversity. 
Seven years of toil and sham e! Hard 
pressed, m ore th an ouce th e royal boy had 
tak en re uge in some hum ble cottage 
abode, and earned his bread by the sw eat 
of his brow. 
B ut after seven long and weary years 
were over a brighter day daw ned for E ng­ 
land and for E ngland’s king. 
In th e willow thicket* of Belwood forest, 
the fens of A thelin jay, Alfred found ref­ 
uge. and got together a sm all band of dur­ 
ing hearts. w illing to risk lim b and life for 
th eir dountless king and their native land. 
W rapped in secure confidence tile Danes 
dream ed not of danger from the king w ith­ 
out a kingdom , the m onarch w ithout sub­ 
jects. and th e general w ithout an army. 
’Twas a sudden w aking from a blissful 
dream when Alfred, at the head of a few 
hundred m en, cam e down upon an in­ 
trenched D anish cam p at the m idnight hour 
and drove th e savage N orthern Warriors 
before him like a flock of frightened sheep. 
And then retreated as suddenly as he had 
appeared to the inaccessible recesses of Mel- 
wood forest. AltheliiiRay, the "Isle of No­ 
bles,” was well nam ed, for never w ere a 
nobler hand of brave hearts ever gathered 
beneath th e blue heavens than the stalw art 
E nglishm en led by royal Alfred. 
Again and again th e young king swooped, 
like an eagle, from his fens upon the Danes. 
Sudden and unexpected were the attacks; 
brilliant and decisive were the victories 
won. All England took heart, aud little by 
little the royal arm y increased, until at 
last Alfred could control a good thousand 
men ranged beneath his banner. Then ho 
boldly dared tile foe iii open daylight. 
Rough Hollo, straight descended from the 
ancient sea-king, who laid waste the fertile 
fields of France, led 3000 men up to the 
thickets of Belwood. Tho famous "R aven,’’ 
tho enchanted standard of the N orthm en, 
boated from tho centre of his host. And as 
the bold North luau m arshalled his forces 
upon the edge of the forest, like a thundei- 
clap, Alfred, w ith his English, fell upon 
him . Down w ent the raven banner, down 
w ent the stout Danish leader, crim soning 
hi.-, black bird w ith his blood. 
Short and savage was th e' fight, and 
w ithin an hour I OOO N orthm en were lying 
helpless on th e field, and the rest, panic- 
stricken fugitives, were flying for their 
lives. The raven 
banner rem ained 
in 
A lfred’s possession as a proud pledge of 
victory. 
And then, as if bursting the sleepy bonds 
th a t had restrained them , ail England rose 
up as one m an, and hastened to offer their 
swords to the victorious Alfred. 
No more did the Danish leaders worry 
E ngland in sm all 
bands; they dreaded 
A lfred’s power, and all flocked to the in­ 
tr! ached cam p of G uthrum , at Eddendune, 
near W estbury, 
- G uthrum sat in his great tent, surrounded 
Dy the flower of his warriors, N ight had 
fallen, and, as th e Danes were drinking 
deeply and vaunting loud their ward die 
deed. there cam e to the cam p two w ander­ 
ing m nistrels who craved perm ission to 
am use the Danish chief. 
They were gladly adm itted and played 
and sung so sw eetly that G uthrum swore 
th at they m ust have stolen their art from 
the gods them selves. 
They flay ed and sang to the N orthm en, 
and, as they did so, they m arked the num ­ 
ber of the troops, the m anner of their aim s, 
th e way of keeping guard and tho w eak 
po m s of the intrenched camp. 
No single 
particular aid they fail to note, and finally. 
when they were dismissed beyond tile lines 
of tile N oithm eu, a correct nl in of the cam p 
each m instrel carried ii) b's head. 
Blind were tile Danes, for the m instrel 
boy was E ngland's Alfred and theaged m an 
was the leal nea Asser. the W elchm an, his 
life-long friend, disguised. 
At 12 of the next night the N orthm an 
Avoke from his drowsy sleep w ith the E ng­ 
lish war-cry ringing in his ears. 
T hanks to th e knowledge gained by the 
m instrels the English had entered the in­ 
trenched cam p alm ost w ithout resistance. 
Short aud decisive was the struggle. The 
field of 
E ddendune was won 
and tile 
N orthm en defeated w ith terrible slaughter. 
Tim blood of th a t battle w as the cem ent 
of A lfred’s m onarchy. To th e m instrels he 
owed his success.

Hero they are, right from back lots! 
Stories of bear, stork s of deer, stories of 
hunting and adventure! 
These anecdotes are contributed bypeople 
in Maine towns who have an intim ate ac­ 
quaintance w ith big gam e and tell their 
own experiences in their own language. 
Lots of boys of tho olden tim e, who have 
now grown to m an’s estate, can rem em ber 
the pioneer days w hen people w ere too poor 
to fence their lauds, and m any of them can 
sym pathize w ith C. W. Stevens, Esq., of P at­ 
ten, who tells of his first encounter w ith a 
bear. 
Undoubtedly nearly all your readers have 
at som etim e in their lives, either m et in the 
forest, or seen led about the country, a com­ 
mon black bo *r. They are not a v< ry fero­ 
cious anim al, and as a general tiling they 
will m ake go al their escape at theapproacn 
of a hum an being, but not always, as your 
correspondent cun inform you from actual 
experience. 
About 28 years ago, it was the custom of 
farm ers in w hat we term ed new places, to 
let their cattle roam ar large iii tho woods, 
owing of course to tho fact th a t m ost of 
Janus were then sm all and the in m er 
did not fe d apio to fence in pastures 
for 
his 
stock, 
but would 
turn them 
out w ith his neighbor’s cattle and let 
them "sh irk ” for them selves. W hen it 
was near tile m iddle of thq afternoon tho 
boys would sta rt to h u n t up tile cows. Tb s 
was a jolly tim e when two or three boys 
w ent together, but when one had to go 
alone, as they frequently did. it was rathe" 
lonesome, especially when the retu rn hail 
to he m ade niter dark. 
It was on one of the e tram ps th at I cam e 
face to lace w ith old bruin for the first 
t me, although I had frequently caught a 
glim pse of Ills black, shaggy coat as he m ade 
hasta* to pet out of m y way. But this tim e 
he did not appear to be as anxious about his 
safety as I was for m ne. F ather then lived 
on w nat is now called the Robinson lnrm in 
Macwaho" plantation, and it happened this 
day th a t I had to go for the ccws alone. It 
had been a very dry season, and the (rattle 
frequently went m iles from home search­ 
ing for the best feed. 
I started from 
hom e at the usual t me, but was some tim e 
before I struck the trail m ade that day. and 
then I found it difficult to lollow. and it 
was about sunset when I heard the bell. I 
knew th a t it was in a sw am p east of the 
large ridge th at lies between tho Maewahoc 
aud M olunkus stream s and about two rn les 
in the forest, so on I wont through tho 
swamp and into tho “burnt woods” on tim 
ridge. Tile land w as covered w ith a rank 
growth of w hat we called thew , cd—a weed 
w i;h a bright flowery top and about fixe 
feet high. 
W hen about at the top of the 
ridge I clim bed a largo windfall and was 
standing 
listening to hear tho eow-bell 
again, when I noticed som ething moving 
tim 
fire weed, 
near tho 
path I had 
bust travelled and about ten rods away. 
’T hinking 
th a t 
a 
d er 
was 
browsing 
there and being anxious to get a near view* 
ol Ii im. I began Jo m ake m y w ay towards 
tim place. Moving cautiously along. I got 
with in about four rods, when suddenly a 
huge body ar..se and there stood a large 
bear. his forepaws on a large log. and near 
enough tom e so th a t I could see him wink, 
ii I Had n t boon so seated. There we stood 
w atching ea-h other, neither desirous to 
advance, aud tho bear apparently had no 
intention of retreating. I looked about for 
som ething to defend myself, but found 
nothing but a stone about as large as a 
quart dipper. I took this up. and after a 
little w hile m ade tip m y m ind th at the 
bear looked cowardlv and decided to mako 
an 
attem pt to get the run 
on 
iii rn. 
Between him aud m e 
stood 
a 
largo 
burnt 
hem lock 
tree, 
and 
to 
tins 
tree I w ent on a run, but by the tim e I got 
to the I vee the bear got up onto tho log th a t 
he had been standing behind. Here was a 
fix su n . I did not dare to turn and run 
away. sud I could see ti at the hear did not 
wish to run. I thought of all the stories I 
had heard about boys lighting with bears, 
but found no consolation iii this, but I recol­ 
lected my latin r saying th at a person could 
frighten a bear by whootdug, and, as a lart 
resort. I set up tho wor t kind of a screech, 
and kepUlt up until th e bear began to move 
away. 
Ile slowly let Ii m self down off 
of 
the 
log 
and 
com m enced 
to 
re­ 
treat. 
w hile 
I, elated 
over 
this 
ap­ 
parent v ctory, kept 
u p the shouting mid 
commenced to pursue bruin, but he ob;ectod 
to m y action and cam e to a halt, and so 
did I. but I net cr for an ins ant let up on tho 
screeching program m e, and as before tile 
bear appeared to w ant to get away from tliis 
kind of music. I stood and w atched him 
m arch away to tho swam p and then turned 
and m ade tim best tim e possible to where 
the cattle were feeding, then hurriedly got 
the cows together and out into ih e cow path, 
and drove them hom e as fast as I cou ii. 
This was the first and only tiin elcv ersaw 
a bear in the wood th a t did not appear as 
frightened as I was. Aud w hy this one was 
so bold has been a m ystery to me ever since, 
but perhaps there were young cubs in the 
vicinity, and ibis action on bruin s part was 
to let the young ones get out of the way 
Three Bears In One B ay. 
W. IL Frye of Lowell tells of a big hunter 
who has killed three bears in one day and 
shot two deer a t one discharge of his W in­ 
chester. He says: 
One of tim mfist noted hunters in Maine is 
B .L . Young of Greenbush, and lie is also 
one of the hest shots to be found in this 
country, and m any a le a r and deer has bid 
good by to his old Haunts and has been sent 
to the happy hunting ground by him. 
"B en,” as we call him , baa out a lino of 
traps 
last 
sum m er, 
and 
one 
day 
when 
he 
was 
m aking 
the 
rounds 
he saw a bear 
running 
through 
toe 
woods. 
Crack! 
w ilt B en’s W inchester 
and over w ent the bear. 
Ben had cut 
his back bone oft the first shot, and this 
m ade him yell. B ii went up to him and 
found him to be a cub. It kel t yelling all 
the tim e, and soon Ben heard the brush 
crack .and out; popped another bear. Crack! 
went Ben’s rifle again, and over w ent tho 
second bear. 
All the tim e the first bear 
kept up its yelling. Ben says to him self. 
"lf the old one hears him sin; will come,” 
and lie took his station I ehind a tree and 
waited. Soon he heard the old one coining, 
unit when in sirh t, once m ore Bell’s obi 
W inchester clucked. This tim e old bruin 
did not stop, but m ade right for Ben. When 
w ithin about 40 feet of him , lie put his 
paws upon an old stub and turned his head 
tow ard Ben. The ride cracked again, and 
tins tim e it put old b r a n s eye out, and the 
three bears lay there ainu st in a heap. So 
m uch for Ben on bear hunting. 
One rime Ben was out punting deer and 
sat down to rest, It was iii some burnt laud 
and a lot of tall weeds grew there. He had 
not sat lone before lie saw som ething move 
ami ne looked aud be looked and -saw it 
Was a deer’s oars. He w aited for the doer 
to come out so he could shoot him, hut tho 
deer did not move. A fter w aiting some 
tune Ben took his rifle to his should r, and 
fiivd by guess. 
Ih e ears dropped and so 
did the deer. Ben took his knife and be­ 
gan to dress th e deer. Ile heard a noise 
three or four rods away, and going up fie 
found the ball th at killed the first deer had 
cut tile back bona off from another deer, 
and he was trying to get up on his feet. 
Ben cut Ills th ro at and says th at it was 
pretty good luck—two deer a t one shot. 
F ig h tin g Dear* w ith Darn S h o v el* . 
Hero Is an account of an old-tim e bear 
h u n t up iii Enfield, w here th e weapons 
were bam shovels, pitchforks aud lanterns. 
I here m ust have been a lively scram ble 
w hen bruin took tv notion to do th e hunt­ 
ing, and had daylight perm itted a view the 
scone would no doubt have been ludicrous 
in tb s extrem e. E. T. Messer of Passadum ­ 
keag writes it, 
Iii the fall of 1858, two large bears w*ero 
trapped iti Enfield, one by Jam es M cHenry 
on the lhrm now owned by A lexander Reed. 
This bear had been in a trap previously, but 
had m ade his escape, leaving, however, his 
right foot behind, thus m aking a very pe­ 
culiar track. Ho was very old. and, so wary 
had he become, th a t it was alm ost impossi­ 
ble to again get him near a trap, but aller 
trying ll .rn m any ways. M cHenry at last suc­ 
ceeded in again securing him . lie m ade a 
large bough house, 
and in this placed 
a 
fish 
barrel 
containing 
a 
sm all 
quant ty 
of 
m ackerel and 
brine. 
Of 
cou: se at the entrance he secreted his 
flap under 
some leaves. 
W hen bruin 
cam e iii response to tho inviting odor of the 
fish barrel, he did not go near tho entrance. 
Not he! Beginning a t the rear lie dem ol­ 
ished the house, dragged forth the tem pt­ 
ing barrel and made his h ast. This was so 
palatable th a t he forgot his usual caution 
and began cavorting about, happy in the 
thought th a t he had stolen the ha t of the 
Would-be trapper, 
While engaged in this 
cau-ean, he pu t the retraining fore foot 
into th e trim, and then there was a rum pus. 
The old lellow brought a good price, as his 
w eight was about aq u arter of a ton. 
The 
catching of tile other was far m ore excit­ 
ing. as you will see. 
T his fellow had been com m itting depre­ 
dations in the Cham berlain orchard, and 
alternated his feast of fruits w ith an occa­ 
sional lam b. Traps were set, and a t last 
one night, when the floodgates of the 
heavens w ere open, there cam e up from 
am ong the apple trees growls and cries of 
rage th a t told only too well th a t brum had 


put his foot rn it. Now it was th at half a 
scoro of men. together with a troupe of 
village boys. repaired to the sceneof action. 
Tho men wore arm ed w ith pitchforks, bam 
shovels, Ii ’cs. harrow leeth, and. iii fact, 
with about every kind of a weapon save a 
gun. Of the latter there were none. Some 
one had taken along a lantern, and by 
its flickering rays we picked our way 
through the intense darkness to the spot 
w here had been set tho trap. Chair., clog, 
trap and bear were missing, but from out 
the darkness at this t ine cam e cries of rar/e 
th a t sent a sh iv er through every bone in 
the party, am t as our blood curdled a t the 
sound lie chniged u> on us, the clanking 
chain and crash of limbs leading us t ath in k 
all tile evil spirits from down below were 
at his heels. We scram bled. Down w m t 
tile m an with the lantern, and in a second 
u tter darkness reigned, im agine the sit­ 
uation. A score or more of men and boys 
in m ad retreat, jabbing each other w ith 
their weapons or f illing over th em ; th e 
d rkness, tho 
pouring 
rain, the rough 
ploughed ground ovm which we stum bled; 
the curses, not loud. but deep and earnest, 
and at our heels this bear, m onarch i v all 
odds of the situation! S mellow we oil got 
away, and tin n we held a consultation. A 
mot on was made, quickly si c unled, and 
passed unanim ously.

Timbals are of various so n s—the essent’al 
characteristic* are a shell or m ould of some 
kind, filled w ith a m ixture, w hich m ay also 
vary. 'i Its shells m ay bo m ade of batter, 
Into which a hot Fm bal iron s thrust, tak ­ 
ing up a thin crust, which is then p at into 
hot fat and brow ned: or they may be of 
nttccarofu and spaghetti as described be­ 
low. The tili ng for the tim bals m ay be 
Creamed chicken or oysters, a chicken 
m ix tar* like that given last w eek for 
quenelles or salmon, etc. O lton the little 
tim bal moulds sm all tin cups) are m erely 
lilied with the chicken or salm on m ixture, 
vt Inch is baked, aud then served w ith a 
sauce.

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PROTECTION FOR THE NEW ENGLAND 
FARMERS. 


A few flairs aero anunder of the leading 
agriculturists of Essex county came te­ 
ether and, following the trend of economic 
thought at tho present time, discussed the 
question, "Which it* tho better for farmers, 
protection or free trade?” 
Free trade is not the language of revenue 
ref rmeis. for it is not what they mean; 
hut in the loose speech of the ti ay it may be 
allowed to stand as an argumentative offset 
to protection, which is the designation of a 
system which does not protect., 
There was no great unanimity of senti­ 
ment exhibited. 
Protection views and 
non-protection views were expressed. Just 
men ought to forgive the farmer , if any­ 
body, fora yearning after a percentage of 
the bounty wrung from the taxpayers, in­ 
asmuch as they have tasted less of the 
sweet and more of the bitter of high pro 
tection than any other class, except the 
laborers, of tb s country, 
It is proper to ask, however, what the 
agricultural interest of New England ex­ 
pects from high p otection; what it has re­ 
ceived from tho system in the past and in ' 
what way an increased quantity of tim 
tariff stimulant would benefit it. The agri­ 
cultural industry was much more flourish­ 
ing in New England 30 years ago than 
it is today. 
The dairy interest was bet­ 
ter, the production of wool and mutton 
brought larger returns, and considering the 
cost of labor and the expense of living the 
prices of crops were higher. 
During the 
fourteen years when the tariff on wool was 
the Ii ghest that iute est was depressed to 
a degree nnapproached during any other 
equal period in its history. 
We export wheat and corn, beef and ap­ 
ples. What would a high import tax do for 
them? The great West does most of the 
business, it is true; but we cannot protect 
New England against Illinois and Kansas, 
any more than we can protect Pennsyl­ 
vania against Alabama, or Ohio against 
Texas. 
The 
ruinous 
competition from 
which the farmers of this section suffer is 
not a foreign but a domestic competition. 
We cannot meet it on its own ground. We 
must try something else. 
One gentleman at the farmers’ meeting 
took the lead of the others in offering 
defin te resol tit ens, which were pass d 
without much opposition. 
One was that 
Con,res3 bo petit oiled to remove tho duty 
on 8Usrar, and cover the loss to the South­ 
ern planters by a bounty. The other asked 
Congress to place a 40 per cent, tariff "on 
all vegetables possible of production in 
tltis country; alsoon poultry, eggs and lied 
feathers.” There are a great many vegeta­ 
bles possible of production in this country 
that could not be produced at a profit 
under any circumstances. We should still 
bo obliged to import them, or, if the tariff 
should prove prohibitive, forego their use. 
But still more impracticable is the propo­ 
sition to bring the poultry business under 
the a gis of protection. That is one of the 
few branches of farming that, under in­ 
telligent management, still remains profit­ 
able, notwithstanding the fact that eggs 
are free and are imported by the million 
from Germany. Denmark and other coun­ 
tries. A conspicuous instancy of what can 
be made of it is furnished in ll not remote 
Massachusetts town. A young man was 
dissatisfied with the returns of a large milk 
business which his father had built up, 
and 
declared 
his 
intention 
of 
seek­ 
ing 
his 
fortune 
in 
the 
West, 
His 
father 
proposed 
to 
him 
if 
he 
would remain at home to shift from milk 
to poultry, and see what could he done in 
that line. The proposition was accepted, 
and the result has been that not a manu­ 
facturing company in New England re­ 
ceives so sure and large an annual return 
from the capital invested as do the proprie­ 
tors of this poultry farm. Another man in 
another part of the State, doing business on 
a smaller scale, considers twelve good hens 
equal to one good cow. But foreign mar­ 
kets cannot compete with our fresh milk as 
easily as they can with our fresh and un­ 
taxed eggs. 
Tho poultry and egg market is capable of 
indefinite expansion. Those who conduct 
the business properly and study the mar­ 
kets carefully need no tariff tonic to give 
them satisfactory results. Protection will 
not and cannot help them. The lessons of 
experience aud the suggestions of common 
sen e are all against it. 
The problem is one involving local condi­ 
tions, and if the farmers of New England 
woulo acquaint themselves with the nature 
and bearing of these conditions aud meet 
the obstacles that actually oppose them, 
with their own strength and intelligence, 
they would make much more rapid prog­ 
ress than by trying to enlist those artificial 
aids which have proved such delusive help­ 
ers in the past.

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NERVOUSNESS. 


The little thread like cords or nerves 
that are spread through cur bodies, and, 
like tho veins of leaves,branch out from one 
central column—the "backbone”—are not 
half understood nor treated

enough by the busy people of the world. 
They are the telegraph wires that dick 
out our most exquisite joy aud our most 
excruciating pains. By the development or 
non-developinent of their powers we have 
the artist or the boor; the greater their 
acuteness and the finer their texture the 
more likely are they to become “unstrung” 
or weakened, and thatcommon ill, “nervous 
prostration,” to ensue; or, worse yet, in­ 
sanity. 
These maladies 
are more likely to 
occur among highly sensitive (nerve-devcl- 
ooed) people than among those of less deli­ 
cate percept!, ns, because nervous people 
feeling within themselves the desire to ac­ 
complish greater things, to get nearer to their 
high ideals, work steadily on, overtaxing 
these slender little wires, till suddenly they 
loosen and cause nervous debility, or else 
snap and cons gn their “operator” to the 
mad house. How careful, then, should one 
be to keep the e wonderful nerves in the 
best po-sible cond ticn, and to heed the 
first symptoms of over-pressure or abuse I 
First, one must learn to master them, An 
officer of one of our largest asylums for the 
insane makes a statement like this: "Two 
thirds of our inmates 
have come here 
through giving way to their feelings.” 
Control irritability and hysteria. They 
are warniugs that the nerves are being 
taxed beyond their strength. Go out in the 
open air as often as possible. Live plainly 


CORPORATION AND PEOPLE. 


There were once two political brothers 
who fell into a terrible and fatal mi.-under­ 
standing. 
The situation becoming more 
and more critical eacli was asked to state 
his creed, so that perchance there might be 
feome way of reconciliation. 
, 
Said the one: 
I am for tho Confederacy, as against the 
United States. 
I am for my State as against the Con­ 
federacy. 
I ain for my county, as against the State. 
I am for my town, as against the county. 
I am for my street as against the town. 
I ain for my side of tho street as against 
the opposite. 
I am lor my house, as against the other 
houses in the block. 
I am for myself, the individual, as against 
the family. 
The other began at the opposite end of 
lite pyramid and .tailed his creed as fol­ 
lows: 
I am for the whole family, as against my 
individual will. 
I am for the whole block, as against my 
house. 
I am for the whole street, as against my 
side of it. 
I am for the town, as against the street, 
I ain for the county, as against the town. 
I am for my State, as against the county. 
I am for the nation, as a.;ainst the State. 
I am for the Union, above all things. 
Between these two political needs there 
could be no reconciliation, and tile two 
brothers grappled each other in the most 
terrific struggle of modern times. 
The nation was saved. 
The principle would seem to have been 
forever fettled in this country that the col­ 
lectivity is superior to tho individuals, 
great and small, that compose it. 
The 
nation has em nont domain over the State, 
where the solidity of the people s involved. 
By natural inference, then, the people 
have the right of eminent domain, as 
against corporations whose arbitrary con­ 
duct threatens the lives and fortunes of 
great bodies of the population. Here are 
the Reading and Lackawanna corporations, 
who practically control the whole coal 
trade of Pennsylvania. The 250,000 tons 
of anthracite coal that are usually mined 
each day are necessary to the very lives of 
thousands of people. It lies within the 
power of these corporations to putout the 
fires of a million familiet at a time when, 
should the mercury go down to zero over a 
large area of the country, untold suffering 
would result, and doubtless hundreds of 
lives be sacrificed. 
And what is it all about? Simply that a 
corporation whose vast powers are funda­ 
mentally a gratuity from the State, refuses 
to put itself into such relations witli its em­ 
ployes as involve a concession that the lat­ 
ter are competent parties to meet it in arbi­ 
tration. 
In order that this arbitrary whim 
of superiority shall triumph intact factories 
and 
industrial 
establishments 
can be 
stooped, thousands of workingmen whohad 
nothing to do with the low caribe turned 
into the streets, business disarranged, and 
iii an extremity hundreds of innocent peo­ 
ple can be forced to freeze to death because 
the coal supply is cut off. 
It would doubtless require much pressure 
to so exasperate the people that the gov­ 
ernment would be called upon to protect 
the lives of the people and secure to them 
their ordinary pursuit of happiness against 
the arbitrary abuse of vested rights, It is to 
he hoped that such a strain will never be 
brought upon the traditions of American 
democracy. But it do s seem that corpora­ 
tions who play loose with the people touch­ 
ing a necessity of life in mid-winter are en­ 
gaged in a reckless fooling with Uncle Sam, 
w bidi may possibly some day force the old 
man to hts trumps. 
Why not be reasonable ? 


PERILS OF THE MEXICAN MISSION, 
The administration seems to he having a 
hard time with the Mexican mi sion. A 
number of distinguished gentlemen desire 
it. but the requirements of the position are 
very exceptional aud no ordinary man need 
apply. 
Tho past three years are strewn with tho 
wrecks of American diplomats who went to 
Mexico full of high hopes, and shortly re­ 
turned sadder aud wiser men. There is the 
intractable J a c k s o n , the late invalid M a n ­ 


n in g , the indiscreet P o r c h , the convivial 
S e d g w ic k . All of them had sad experi­ 
ence. All of them suffered, either from 
Mexican diplomacy, Mexican malaria or 
Mexican mescal.

PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES. 


The national conventions to nominate the 
presidential candidates of the two great 
partie are only five months away. 
There now seems little possibility that 
any other man than G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d 
will make any showing at all in the Demo­ 
cratic convection. He is undoubtedly the 
choice of the party at large, and his name 
is a tower of strength with the "floating 
vote” that almost invariably decides presi­ 
dential elections. And death has greatly sim­ 
plified the problem as far as the Democrats 
are concerned. Excepting tho President, 
hardly a single formidable candidate of for­ 
mer years remain’. 
The Republicans havo not such plain sail­ 
ing before them. 
The hold which Air. 
B la in e has upon the rank and file of his 
party is perhaps even greater than that of 
Mr. C l e v e l a n d upon his: but while the 
nomination of C l e v e l a n d would be pru­ 
dent, that of B la i n e would bo hazardous. 
Mr. B la in e is no stronger than he was in 
1884, but Mr. C l e v e l a n d is. 
Then the 
Democratic leader was comparatively un­ 
known ; now he has behind him the record 
of an able, 
clean, prudent 
and 
con­ 
scientious administration. The people now 
know him better and trust him more im­ 
plicitly. Mr. B la in e , on the other hand, 
has not added in the least to his reputation 
as a statesman, nor are the defects in his 
personal character and political record Ie s 
grave than they were four years ago. Ile 
is too shrewd a politician not to see that, un­ 
less tile situation changes very materially 
between now and next November, bis de- 
ieat by President C l e v e l a n d would be ex­ 
tremely probable; and he cannot desire to 
enter another presidential campaign unless 
he believes he can Le elected, Doubtless 
Mr. B la in e can have the nomination if he 
desires it, but under these circumstances 
that is very uncertain. 
It isquite likely, therefore, that the Re­ 
publicans will have to select another can­ 
didate.

The 
perennial candidacy of J o h n S h e r m a n 
awakens no enthusiasm outside of Wall 
street. L o g a n is dead. L in c o ln has de­ 
clined in advance, and. besides, the "son of 
his father” issue was badly snowed under 
last fall. CONKLING would be slaughtered 
by B la in e . G re s h a m , once prominently 
mentioned, is

Thereupon flinging his prison garb 
aside he demanded his own suit, and on 
being refused gathere I his blanket around 
him, and thus a'tired paced up and don ii 
his cell the remainder of the evening. To­ 
day he slayed in bed. 
Mr. Blunt told the visiting justices that 
Mr. Balfour in a recent interview declared 
to him his intention of imprisoning six of 
the physically weakest of the Parnellites, 
who would be unable to survive six months. 
Tho justices refused to receive a written 
declaration, but advised that the prisoner 
be removed to another room that his over­ 
coat be restored, and that he be supplied 
with writing material.

Washington, .Tan.11.—Excepting Arthur, 
all our presidents since Buchanan were un­ 
used to formal entertaining until they came 
to the White House. 
Zach Taylor was the only president before 
the war who did not undergo tome process 
or other of social polish before ho won tile 
highest honors of politics. Harrison, also, 
was not what you m ight call a pa; lor butter­ 
fly, but Taylor had grown up in troutier 
barracks and had evtn fought shy of the 
few social duties that such alife imposes. 
Lincoln was an entire stranger to the 
obligations of hospitality which he under­ 
took on coining to the W hite House, and 
Johnson was equally so in spite of his pre­ 
vious residence in Washington. Grant was 
almost as innocent of the way3 of forma) 
society as a grammar school boy when ho 
became president. Hayes and Garfield had 
both been in Congress, but neither played 
any part in the great society of the capital 
until their presidencies began. 
Arthur 
showed an easy familiarity with the usages 
of the social world when he entered the 
W hite House that surprised even his old 
friends in New York, vs ho had never taken 
him to be much of a society man. But he 
had observed closely and his instincts were 
unerringly polite. 
is ot one of ids recent predecessors was so 
inexperienced in boc a1 ceremonies as Mr. 
Cleveland at the time of his inauguration. 
lf s. therefore, highly creditable to his nat­ 
ural ta t and aptness that, ho has so readily 
dischaiged all the social duties of the office 
without provoking a word of unfavorable 
criticism. Although unaided I y the expe­ 
rience and delicate iiitu.tiouof a wife when

We ail know that Mr. Cleveland had led 
an ex treniely simple life both in Buffalo 
and in Alb .ny. aud I have been told that 
until he became governor of New York, 
five years ago, he had never been in any 
path* ring wile e he wore or needed to wear 
a dress suit of cloth s. Til spite of these 
tilings it may truly oe s. id that the social 
side of his administrate n, wonderfully and 
powerfully aided iii the last season by his 
young bride, lias been not less succ< ssful 
than the business s de of it, and it has 
played nearly as important a part in the 
winning of popular favor.

and the high rolling clubs of New York. In 
the informal seasons o I tho y ar the Presi­ 
dent contents himself with the simpler art 
of a pla n, every-dav cook. 'Hie annual out­ 
lay tor the service is not, therefore, vory 
great. 
The dinners are quite elaborate, but almost 
im ai iablysome kind friend hasrememlien d 
the President wita a rare bit of g line. winch 
often becomes the <duet dish of the evening. 
Tho first dinner of the pre eat season was 
given to the cabinet last Thursday night, 
aud for that occasion a friend in the far 
W est had provided a handsome saddle of 
venison, while another friend sent a cteli- 
cions frozen salmon. Wines are contributed 
iii the 
Sam e G enerous W ay 
by cases and casks, and good cigars come in 
by the thousands right along. 
Many such gifts are made by persons, 
whom the President does not know, but he 
cannot well loll, w the rule of returning all 
pies nts ew ept tboso from personal iriends 
when tile quantity is so sinai I and the value 
hardly more than the fie,gilt or expie.ss 
charges. But Mr. Cie1 eland makes no use 
of gilts of this kind whore the giver isuot 
known to hun 
It would be a serious risk 
t o -moke a cigar, drink a g ass of wine or 
eat a b t OI game that any tin nown person 
m ight send t e Pres dent, (lifts from such 
obscure i r uncertain sources are therefore 
turned over to the servants for them to dis­ 
p e l of as they please. 
But tile President of tho United States has 
a wider circle ot acquaintances than any 
other living man. and it will readily he seen 
that he must receive oaily a gt o i many 
tokens of admiration or gratitude.

Tho ho t ami hostess of the W hite House 
are not permitted by tradnh a to receive 
any return hospital ty. except in the homes 
ct the cabinet ministers, b rith er of them 
is expected to accept''invitation? from any 
other quarter while at the capital. 
This 
rule is generally followed. I don't believe 
Mr. Cleveland ever broke bread over atty 
but the cab net tables. He has taken tiffs 
whole social business as seriously as any 
part of his duties, and he rigorously lives 
up to all the rules that he found when he 
came. 
The other state entertainments, of which 
both the President and Mrs. Cleveland par­ 
ticipate, are the receptions, some four or 
five in number.

Last season the Washing­ 
tonians converted this pleasant little cour­ 
tesy to travellers into a regular crush of 
uninvited people who were at perfect lib­ 
erty to attend the every other Saturdays. 

C le\eland has sought to secure a more 
st! ict observance of her very proper limita­ 
tion t His season. 
Between the state reception?, the every 
other Saturday d awing rooms and tho 
special audiences Tuesdays and Thursdays.

Cleveland have be­ 
come the easiest people to see in all Wash­ 
ington.

What Camp Life was for a Woman in 
the Days of ’61. 


“righting Joe” Hooker as a Gallant—A 


Military Wedding.

It was in the winter of 1863. There was 
a lull in the activity oi tho war. The Army 
of the Pot. mac was sunk inulor.ously in 
the mud. It was mired to the hubs of ifs 
anilieiy wheels. 
Taking advantage of 
their opportun.ties. its soldiers swarmed 
the Nor lh on brief visits to heme and 
friends. Upon the eve of his return to 
duty, it occurred to one young warrior that 
the present was a most convenient season 
in which to solemnize a marriage engage­ 
ment; an idea quickly acted upon. Bid­ 
ding adieu to his newly-made wife, the 
youthful benedict, returning, reported in 
camp, in a stateof combined joy and misery. 
It was an anomalon wedding journey, taken 
in sect o h s. the bride following a fortnight 
later, under the escort of a brother officer. 
re oiuine ber sold.er-husband in camp, near 
Falmouth. Va. 
The drive in an army ambulance was the 
first 
exper ence 
of 
camp 
life. Fancy 
a long. rude, canvas-topped wagon, de­ 
void of springs, or perhaps use had ren­ 
dered them u eless. 
with narrow side 
benches covered with enamelled leather on 
wh ich the mangled brave were Drain rn u 
to repose as on the oft quoted ‘‘bed of roses.” 
and be carried to that home of luxury, the 
hospital. Over a wo n-out corduroy the am ­ 
bulance chopped and jolted in a break-neck 
fashion. H ie road was composed of logs 
laid closely side bv side, except where they 
had slipped apart or been cru bed by heavy 
wheels, leaving an aperture like a trap 
where the leg of many a valuable horse was 
broken. One wheel down, three wheels tip, 
into one pitch hole, then in another, it re­ 
quired the skiff of mariners to trim the un- 
ga ply vehicle. 
It was the twilight of a winter’s day when 
the young woman arrived at Boscobel, the 
manor house, where comfortable quarters 
had been assigned. Tupper consisted of an 
oily liquid contained in two yellow earthen 
bowls, ‘ desiccated soup,” to be partaken of 
with the aid of two heavy metal spoons.

“liege lord” Ired now bpi n commissioned a 
captain and chief of division siatf, witli 
headquarters at a considerable distance, it 
was (leteiin lied to remove th tiler, and ac­ 
cordingly they. with their small stock of 
chattels, were transferred to a new scene. 
lw o of these wall tents had wen placed 
end t i end. with the intervening canvas 
r lied up in eu'ta n fashion and thou firmly 
laced loaether. thus f ruling two ct ii veil > 
eat, comfortable apartments 
Officers and 
privates had sc ured the country around 
in the r efforts to secure corn orts for the r 
unusual visit r. .Sutlers contr buted their 
proc.ous packing-cases, invaluable for tim r- 
ing. two • r three ga lam men hr light a 
c eny table from some Southern home and 
had transported it with difficulty a dis­ 
tance cf 30 mile-. A Jersey general present­ 
ed bio c mpliments with a luxurious cireir 
ingcuions y sawed from a barrel and sup­ 
plied with a covers i hay cushion. Some 
one, with artistic eye, had decorated t he 
sloping canvas which formed the ceiling 
with draper es af the national hag. A chiv­ 
alrous soul denied his body the comfort of a 
little round sheet-iron stove, which he do­ 
nated to the cause, a stove with a pipe 
whicli pierced the side ofihe tent, and. it 
must lie confessed, wheezed and whirled 
back the smoke, distressingly, on a windy 
day. A lio-pital sui goon rendered neat little 
iron bedsteads with comfortable mattresses,

bard adorned tile side of the tent, beside 
trli ch hung a palier of pins. a hand mirror. 
a n i such other odd not o h s as could be at­ 
tached to the canvas walls. A long, low 
wooden bench, supporting a tin basin and a 
wooden watcr-bucket, constituted tire toilet 
table and its appurtenances. A rep *, ex­ 
tending along the ridge-pole at top, se-ved 
as a wardrobe, over which to suspend cloth­ 
ing: and all these homely contrivances 
were made to appear attractive, owing to 
the feminine ingenuity with which they 
were arranged. 
The rout no of camp life quickly grew 
famii r.r-the music of the reveille, the 
heating of ta too anet the melancholy 
strains of taps. the ceremonies of dress pa­ 
rade and the mounting of the guard. H ie 
time was beguiled with home correspond­ 
ence, with books, with games, and with 
formal or less ceremonious calls ftom offi­ 
cers and from other ladies, also visitors in 
distant camps. There seemed to be no end 
to the recitals of thrilling escapes from 
grim death upon the battle-field.

bring along the r own camp-stool sand loved 
to rehearse their bb od-curddug experi­ 
ences. which are still shivering y remem­ 
bered.

ites. The music often took the form of a 
serenade, sometimes the harmony of a, tine 
brass land thrilled tire evening air, and 
atter, at midl’glit could be heard the pe­ 
culiarly startling bray of the mules tied in 
neighboring corrals. Orcas onallv,substan­ 
tial dinness were exchanged, the tables 
well supplied with “flannel” cakes, camp 
hash. Hot biscuit, apple tarts, mince pie. 
and once iii a while a fresh beefsteak. But 
luxurious edibles were regarded as a sacri­ 
fice of rom nee to a common gratification 
af the appetite.

of Dakota was hardly more than a bleak 
waste of uneu’.tivat ii lands the town of 
Pembina was founded by Enos Stutsman. 
Some readers of the Herald may remember 
him. Iii* was a man as remarkable for his 
eccentricities as lie was for hts physical 
deformities. 
Enos emigrated to Dakota 
from the huckleberry districts of Connecti­ 
cut. and located iii the Upper Red River 
va ley. where he filed and proved upon 
3_’0 acres of government land. which was 
the ground on which Pembina now stands. 
Enos was a prodigy, die hail tire head and 
body of a giant, but lits legs were hardly 
more than a foot long. and he was unable 
to travel w ithout tire aid cf two short end 
powerful crutches. He was a shrewd, cal­ 
cinating fellow, and soon became the recog­ 
nized leader among the handful of emi­ 
grants who had taken up their reside ce in 
his neighborhood. 
As a pi litical diplomat 
he has never had an equal in the territory, 
and for four consecutive sessions he was 
chairman of 
the Council, 
tire 
upper 
branch of the Territorial 
Legislature, 
and the old war horses who weathered 
the political battles of early dais in 
tire T erritory when the oldstory-and-a-balf 
shanty in Yankton that did humble duty as 
a capitol bu ldmg rang as often with the 
report of a revolver as with the voice of a 
lawmaker, today testify In glowing terms 
to the wonderful ability of Enos Stutsman 
as a parliamentarian. 
Eight years ago he 
was taken suddenly ill and died. Ho was 
buried in the lonely cemetery on the ii 11- 
side a half mile north of Pembina. The 
only monument that stands to his memory 
is tho county of Stutsman, which is now 
one of the most prosperous districts in the 
northern half of Lakota. 
Among his other accomplishments Enos 
had acquired a thorough knowledge of the 
game of draw poker, for wa.cli he had an 
uncontrollable pass.on. and many are tire 
stories told by his old acquaintances of his 
recklcsmess at tire card table. He numbered 
ani"iig his most int.mate friends .mild La 
Moure, a p oncer who owned a line oi stage 
coaches plying between Grand Forks anil 
Pembina, 
lire advent of tire railroads 
killed Judd’s eon Ii line finally, and he set- 
t ed down roto a profitable grocery bu* ness 
in Pembina, winch lie now manages, giving 
a share of his time to local politics, keeping 
a sharp eye on Terr tor al affairs generally. 
Probably tire stiffest game of poser ever 
played in tire Teiritory was the one con­ 
tested by these men in ’62. The game was 
played in the old Levee Hotel in iankton 
and lasted from IO o'clock Friday evening 
till 3 o’clock Sunday morning, and at tire 
d o c of the game Judd La Moure had won 
Sa ,0() and the town site of Pomo na, the 
greater part ct which he own* today. The 
game created a public interest and din* ng 
its progress the people of the town visited 
tire room and watched the two men as they 
fought like bull cogs over the piles of red. 
white and blue chips, Tire Legislature was 
iii session and us Stutsman, who was chair­ 
man of the Council, refused to leave tire 
game that branch of the Legislature ad­ 
journed until the following Monday anil the 
members watched the game to the finish., 
When tire game starred Alex McKenzie, 
sheriff of Burleigh county, and Major F.d- 
wards, iditor of the l?ar,40 Argus, wore ni­ 
ter stud in it, but after a few hour *’ tussle, 
with no change in tile r fortune, these men 
dropped out and left the battle to Stutsman 
and La Moure. Early in the game tire lor- 
mer's luck was wonderfully good. and lie 
pl,-yid with a brilliant recklessness that 
Rurpri*ed his friends. Later on the tide 
turned against him and the ch ps bogan to 
How in the direction of l a Moure, woo sat 
with his slouch hat pulled down over his 
eves, ch solv watching every move ot His op­ 
ponent. Slowly but surely Stutsman’s chips 
went over to La Moure’s side of 
tho 
table, and work what trick or artifice lie 
would, he could not turn them back. 
Mat­ 
ters went tiiis wav until past midnight hat- 
unlay, when Stutsman threw ivvo $5o bills 
on tho pile of chips in the centre of the 
table and called a 8 1 6 0 bet made by I,a 
Moure. 
Stutsman held a king full on 
queens, and Ire felt sure that the pot was 
Ins. but when LaM oure threw down his 
cards there were foul deuces, and Stutsman, 
gritting his te th,exclaimed, "D -n it Judd, 
tire devil himself couldn’t heat you tonight. 
I’m broke: you’ve got my last dollar.’ 
"Can’t help it. Slut. It come my way and 
I had to rake it in.” vet lied Judd, as he 
shoved a big roll of Stutsman’s money into 
his pocket. 
Stutsman eyed the roll enviously.and just 
as it went out of sight he struck tire table 
with Irs fist and said: 
“Judd, I’ll toll you what I’ll do. ^ ou ve 
won 83800 of my money. If you’ll put 
83800more with it PII stake tire town site 
of Pembina against it and will play for it in 
a lump to win or lose at on * deal.”

get my cat to throw it overboard, for they 
think that doing so will bring wind.” 
This is un old superstition of ti e mar­ 
iner. It would be hard to say how it orig­ 
inated, but it is probable th at it was orig­ 
inally intended as a sacrifice to Neptune. 
tho god of the sea: asor. land the gods were 
propitiated by offerings of the devout, so

There is nothing so tedious, so aggravat­ 
ing to the sailor a* a dead ca rn. Let it blow 
ne' er so hard, let tire thunder roll and tire 
lightning flash as it may. yet the sailor, wit 
to tire skin and wearied with toil, prefers it 
to a threew eeks’ stay in the "doldrums.” 
In a storm the ship at least seems to be doing 
something, though that somtrfh ng may ne 
nothing but a steady drift to leeward, as the 
ship lays to under cb st -reefed topsails. But 
iii the calin she lies litre a log on the water, 
heading all r urn! tlieconipa*s. rolling genly 
iii the ocean swell, the flap-flnp of the 
great sails alternating with the swish-swash 
of tire wavelets as the vessel Inn g her sides 
in the water. Only an oce sional catspaw 
disturbs the surface of the water, filling it 
for a moment like a pass rig breath on a 
lady’s mirror. 
Drilt. drilt, drift, day alter 
dav, the great burning sun overhead re­ 
flect* d on the waters until tire eye be 
comes wearied with the etern ti brightness. 
Tire sailors go about their work I stless y. 
Not so the officer of the deck. He does not 
heed tire beat nor tire stream of perspira­ 
tion pouring down his face. He paces the 
i*oop with a quiet, nervous tread, whistling 
for a wind. Yts, Ire is scanning the horizon 
north, south, east and west. and with his 
whole so .ii whistles for a wind. 
This i* another old, old belief of tire 
sailor. This super t lion at least cannot he 
traced to the propitiation of the gods. It 
probably had its origin iii the impatience 
of the mariner who, while his ve*sel lay 
becalmed, remembered with regret the 
hoarse moaning and shrieking and whis­ 
tling of the wind. ail I involuntarily tried to 
imitate it. And this supposition is strength­ 
ened by the character of lire whistling. 
The sailor does not whistle “Annie Laurie” 
or any other popular song. It is a series of 
short and long sound * now high, now low, 
like those produced by the wind blowing in 
its might through the ropes and rigging. 
(Lily a little while ago 
I was whistling to San Antonio 
For a capful of wind to fill our gall, 
Anil instead of a breeze he has sent a gale. 
So says Longfellow in the “Golden Le­ 
gend,” having < oubtle*s often heard of tho 
sailors’ superstition. 
Whistling while the 
wind is blow ng i* thought to increase the 
gale. 
The p m ik go of whistling is gener­ 
ally confined to the officer of the deck : nd 
tho captain, not that it is actually forbid­ 
den to tire seamen, but nothing Annoys an 
officer more than to bear a sailor or b y 
whistling, and it is generally stopped by 
the polite gift of a rope-yarn and the dry 
request to "tie that up.” 
Sir Walter Scott 
in "Rokeby” has the passage: 
What gales are sold on La pl* nil's shore, 
How whistle rush bids tempests roar. 


Tire custom of celling the wind is proba­ 
bly here referred to. This is almost alto­ 
gether in the pa-I. Still, in the north of 
Europe and lire British Isles there is a be­ 
lief among the fishermen that the wind is 
salable, and there is on record that one 
Bess e Miflor as late a* 1814 sold wind to 
tire fishermen of the Hebrides for the sum 
of sixi ence a bead. 
Sailor* have other superstitions in regard 
to tire wind. 
Perhaps the most common 
and possibly the host founded is in the ac­ 
tion of the seabird*. When they begin to 
circ e around the vessel in an uneasy and 
resiles manner, seldom alighting on the 
waler, it i* regarded as a sure sign of the 
approach of a st.inn, though on shore in 
some part* of England there is a rhyme 
which says: 
When the bird* fly low 
Look out for a blow.

How tho Air Brake W orks.

Said a railroad man to me today: “ITI bet 
not one in a hundred of the people who 
travel on railroad trains understand how 
the pressure qft air is used to apply the 
brakes to a train.

the brakes are held against tho wheels 
by spring:;, and the air is turned into the 
cylinders to push the brakes away I loin the 
wheels as long as tire ria ii is in motion.

You have probably iii your 
time dono more real laborous work than 
any other semi bad word iii the language, 
and now you are laid on the shelf as out of 
date aud obsolete. And w in is there lo 
take your place? Not one. W hat word is 
there today that will bear being hissed 
through tho teeth to Hie accompaniment 
ot a scowl that pulls the eyebrows hall way 
down the nose?

a: d, by judiciously doing nothing but hold­ 
ing fast, build up the community and amass 
a fortune by his own exertions iii collecting 
his rents. 
There are trimmings to “go^h” that make 
it picturt sque and imposing. 
"Gosh all 
hemlock!” carries weight with it, but it is 
only heard iii the iar, lar off hamlets where 
city people take theirsum uier vacations and 
on the mimic beards. It is usually done up 
in the same package with the country .'ake, 
wearing long "yaller” chin-wliiskers. wh.t- 
tlm g a sli.ngle and squirting tobacco juice 
with unerring precision.

the defence. On the other hand. c\ er s lice 
the introduction of m odern ordnance and 
rapid rifle tire, it has been felt th at the 
huge volumes of smoke which would be 
belched forth during a battle of the present 
day would probable- prey* u t the use of big 
guns to the best a (vantage. Smoke, in fact, 
may, according toe rcum stances. b eech e r a 
great assistance or a grave im pedim ent in 
warfare. The ideal state of things is, of 
course, one in which th e production of 
smoke shall be controlled, so th a t either a 
clear atm osphere or a clouded one m ay as 
need may arise, I e created around a bat­ 
tery or ship in action. This ideal has now. 
to some extent, been attained. It is found 
th at smoke, as it issues from the m uzzle of 
a heavy gun, can be alm ost instantaneously 
precipitated by m eans of a sim ple elect) i ail 
apparatus. The invention is basad upon 
the researches of Fro'essor Tyndall, Lord 
Rayleigh and Profes or Lodge in the action 
of electricity noon floating dust and vapor: 
and it should be of considerable m ilitary 
value.

Influences of the Hebrew Literature 
Known as the Cabala. 


At Tem ple 
Aduth 
Israel 
last 
week 
Rabbi Solomon Schindler delivered the fif­ 
teenth lecture in his present coarse. Ho 
took Joseph K aro as ids subject and sa id : 
We have arrived at the tim e of the m id­ 
dle ages, although this appellat on is a 
m isnom er. 'Hie middle ages hail alm ost 
past. or were nearing th eir end when the 
night of ignor nee and superstition cov­ 
ered Judaism w ith shadows which have 
reached into our very a e and from which 
we escaped only a short w hile ago. Con­ 
stan t persecution had finally broken the 
proud spirit of tim Jew ish nation. Not 
enough th a t the ignorance which had been 
artful y 
and 
carelully lustered by the 
church 
had 
infected 
them 
with 
its 
poison: 
th e ;r 
secluded 
position 
had 
confined them 
to 
a narrow range of 
thoughts. In order to preserve their relig­ 
ious identity they had w ithdraw n from all 
intercom se w ith the world ( f letters; t ay 
banished aff literary pursuits, and had lim- . 
ited their 11 hi anes to Bible, Ti I in nil and 
‘theircqiinin ii arils ll we now look upon the 
t me it appear# to us not wonderful at 
all 
th a t 
brooding 
over 
the 
very 
same 
hooks, 
over books 
which 
wcie 
breathing Hie spirit ot O riental antiquity, 
th at their heads were not turned, m at they 
would not observe through the gloom of 
th at night shadows of all kinds, spectres 
and visions from another world. 
A peculiar literature had arisen am ong 
them during the last two centuries, known 
as the cabala, and this literature was now 
suppressing talm u d and Bible. Tins litera­ 
ture was bending the stem of -Judaism 
downwards, ti.aking it the laugh ng stock 
of the world, which, alas! so often has 
served as a I ai get for the butin list. Tile 
Judaism of rite m iddle ages is a riddle aud 
cannot beumlerat< od w ithout a knowledge 
of tho cab Ba. 
It is difficult to decide 
w hether its misery was a result of tho ca­ 
bala or w hether the cabala was a result of 
its mis* ry 
The tact. however, rem ains 
th at the one cannot be unuerstood w ithout 
the other. 
N< w. w hat is the cabala? I m ust beg you 
to relieve your m ind of all those notions 
which genet ally aro in vogue th a t the 
cabala was one of the so-called sciences. 
like that of necrom ancy and astrology, l i e 
cabala was originally no secret science, no 
secret knowledge from E gyptian priests or 
sorcerers. It was a m ystic philosphy sup­ 
ported by the authority of tho Bible, the 
very book winch 
it contradicted 
m ost 
vehem ently. Ma m onides and some of Its 
precursors had attem pted to explain tho 
B,hie rationally, a treatm en t which this 
book can never stand w ithout a denial of its 
supposed divine origin. 
Common sense and devout b clef were 
thus brought into conf).ct w ith each other, 
a conflict which never can he harm onized. 
if the authority of Biblical com m andm ents 
should not he destroyed it becam e a m atter 
of necessity to stem the tide of scepticism . 
which h til set in 
with 
E zra and hail 
leached its height w ith Maimonides. The 
idea began to spread th a t the Billie did not 
contain w hat it apparently contained, hut. 
.something cise. A divine author could not 
have w ritten 
T h in g s W h ic h W e re Nho o hing 
to both leason and decency, bu t he m ight 
have w ritten artfully a docum ent of such a 
kind, as Bacon is now said to have pro­ 
duced iii Hie plays to w hich Shakespeare 
has lent hts nam e, in order to preserve some 
thoughts for which the generation was not 
yet ripe. for the benefit and use of a later 
one: 
th a t in fact 
the Bible contained 
m erely an artful system of cyphers, which 
to so ve. Moses alone had received the key. 
I ho ow ner of the key alone vt as able to 
read the m essage w hich God had w ritten 
for the instruction of his children. It was 
claim ed th a t Moses had delivered the key 
to hts successors and th at thus the know ­ 
ledge of the true meaning of the Bible had 
been preset vet! in the circle of tho more 
intelligent classes of tho people. This re­ 
m arkable key would tell the owner how to 
rearrange tho order of chapters, sentences 
words aud letters. It would show him how’ 
to take a letter from the top of the page. 
add its num erical value to the figure of a 
letter lrom the bottom of a page and re­ 
place these tw o letters by other fetters, the 
sum ot which would bo equal to their value. 
By such a m ethod an i n tirely new Bible 
could easily bo < onstrued, though it still re­ 
m ained the Bible and the direct revelation 
of God. Remodeling tho Bible in such a 
fashion it was not at all necessary to believe 
the stones n an ated therein, which were so 
objectionable to common sense. 'Hie un­ 
skilled reader m ight be shocked w'ith the 
narrative of the lewdeness of J o t’s daugh­ 
ters. or th at of Judah and ll s daughter-in- 
law, 'Ihatnar, but the cabalist in posses ion 
ol the key would find in tho sam e chapters 
the solution of some divine problem of the 
Inchest spiritual im portance, 
ih e cabalist 
did. therefore, not ri nd from the Bible or 
out of the Bible, he read into tho Bible; I e 
d d not read w hat God has said, but w hat 
God ought to have said. 
Tim 
m ost 
prom inent 
cabalistic 
pro­ 
duction was the ",Sohar.” a hook in which 
its author produced a most w onderful phil­ 
osophy. Ile asserted th a t God. the h ist 
cause of all, had evolved from him self a 
sphere, or a circle, sim ilar but not e mal to 
him self; th a t from this 
sphere another 
has em anated, etc., and thus circle from 
circle until the created world, tho tenth 
circle, was brought in connection w ith God 
through its affiliation w ith the intel m ediate 
spheres. All nine spheres were, of course, 
populated w ith the creations of hum an im 
agination, w ith all kinds of angels anil 
sp rits, ami all personal and national hopes 
I on lid a sat alai tory solution in this philoso­ 
phy. 
Its m ost rem arkable features, however, 
were, first, th a t tiffs whole system was read 
into the Bible, th at the Bible, as the word 
of Gi d, was m ade to vouch for the tru th 
of the cabalistic assertions; second, that 
practical use could be m ade of it. The two 
ends of the system , God and matt, stood in 
a closer connection with each other than 
would be believed. God worked upon man 
not directly, but indirectly through the in­ 
term ediate spheres, but m an could work 
through the sam e channels, by retrogres­ 
sive action, also upon Goo. Through pray­ 
ers. fasting and cerem onies a m an coit d 
force God into obedience to his 
will. 
Through this assertion the 
doors wore 
opened to the wildest flight of im agination; 
reason was banished entirely and forever. 
The .student of the cabala was fore anted 
to leave reasoning behind before entering 
upon th at sacred study. Visionaries and 
m ystics were alone favored w ith an insi Hit 
into the divine secrets. They alone suc­ 
ceeded in obtaining revelations. To a man 
who could not suppress his reasoning facul­ 
ties the cabala would rem ain fo ever a book 
closed w ith seven seals. It was indeed 
A L u x u r y to th e J e w 
of th a t period to flee from tho miseries 
which surrounded him in th e outside world 
into his closet to revel there in cabalistic 
dream s and to allow his im agination to 
r< am about w ithout bridle or halter. 
The 
more ignorant the masses w ere tho more 
were they infected w ith the general m ania 
and the more did they believe in the asser­ 
tions of those to w hom they looked for 
guidance. 
One cabalist would carry thousands of the 
credulous m ultitude w'ith him . Seeing his 
secret practices, seeing him fast, bathe and 
pray, they would follow his exam ple. Every 
r ta r.diculous in itself, was now imbued 
with a m eaning; e-ery prayer, ii > m atter 
how absurd, had now a fu n ctio n ; the safety 
o tap eiso n al lu tu ie existence was depend 
in? 
flour 
it. 
and 
the 
idea 
even 
spread th a t 
by 
strict 
adherence 
anil 
proper 
perform ance 
of these 
rites 
a 
pressure 
could 
be 
brought 
upon the 
whole spiritual world, anil th a t God could 
thus be com pelled to accelerate the end 
and to br ng about th a t great revolution 
which would place tho -lews aguin at tho 
heait of the nations. This idea, so absurd 
and nonsensical, was the keynote which 
sounded through all the w rit ngs of the 
men of th a t period; w ithout it their lives 
and the efforts rem ain to us an unsolved 
riddle. 
Joseph Karo, a m an w liohas lived through 
87 years of tins perm I, who has left as an 
extensive work, m ust surely be a true ex­ 
ponent of th a t tim e. He was born in Spam 
in 1488. but w hen stiff a child he em igrated 
w ith his parents to the European part of 
Turkey, and died as chief rabbi of the Jew ­ 
ish congregation of Sapliet in Palestine, in 
the y ia r 1575. 
As a boy he had I e- 
come intim ately 
acquainted 
w ith 
the 
unfortunate 
but 
adventuresom e 
Mar­ 
iano, Solomon 
Melcho, who had 
pre­ 
tended to be the Messiah, and who was 
finally burned at M antua in the year 1532. 
Ih e firm belief of the latter in his m essinn’c 
m issions and in tile reality of bis prophetic 
visions impressed tho boy so for< ibly that 
he became a victim to .similar hallucinations 
and v.sions. W hile a young man ho m as­ 
tered the Talm ud and plunged himself 
int > the study of the Cabala. 
The constant study of the M ishna brought 
about in h rn the singular phenom enon that 
lie believed th a t the M ishna had appeared 
to him in the garb of a m other, not once. 
but on all im portant occasions; th at she 
would speak and predict to him coming 
events. Many of her prophesies had been 
fulfilled, but m any had never come to pass. 
She had told bim th a t he would become a 
great 
m an. 
th a t 
he 
would 
in a try 
three 
wives 
in succssion 
and 
would 
grow 
rich 
by 
tho 
dowry 
winch 
tlm r would bruur him . th a t ha would 


become a m artyr end a saint th at he would 
end Ins Hie on toe pyre, as did his friend 
Mole ho, and th at m iracles would be worked 
at his giave. Of this only Ids three m ar­ 
riages came true and the renown iii which 
he was held by Inter generations. 
A rabbi, Jacob Bora ), had found out 
through cabalist ic calculations th at the mes­ 
sianic tim e could not be established, nor God 
com poned to dismiss the rn ss ah from his 
present abode in one of the Soph iroth, unless 
all Jew s would unite in otto form of ritual, 
all ra bis would reach exactly the sam e les­ 
son and agree with one another in all points. 
To m ake aff of one mind a so nee w as to bo 
found from which all author.ty could flow; 
th is source should be found .ii a Sanhedrin, 
to be established as it had be ti in olden 
tim os and endowed with infallible wisdom 
and 
IiresfsT lhle F o rce. 
R ut who should ordain the rabbis compos­ 
ing this suprem e religious tribunal? W here 
should tho authority be found from which 
the authority of the Sanhedrin could ne 
derived? 
The ingenious Herab untied the 
knot in an Alexander-hke fashion; he had 
him self ordained bv a conclave of Pales­ 
tinian rabbis as a first authority, and tin ti 
proceeded to ordain iii exchange those who 
had ordained him w ith a num ber of n w 
members. 
Among those found worthy of ordination 
w as Joseph Karo, but when he found that 
tho authority of tho Sanhedrin was not rcc- 
ognizi d by the Jewish com mix ii i ty iff large, 
ho began to prepare a book by the rules OI 
w inch all the Jews should lie guided in nil 
m atters pertaining to religion. In Hie ab­ 
sent eo f a supreme a u th o rly a b< ok like 
K aro’s ‘Shulchftti A rach” had become a 
popular want, and its value was enhanced 
because a man wai its author w ho had been 
found worthy cl revelations and visions 
from on h gli. 
You 
will 
now under­ 
stand why such a book was bailed with 
joy and tonne! not only so large a circulation 
b u t such strict obedience; never was the 
Mosaic law so strictly obeyed as was tin* 
Shuli ban Aruch 
From the stru t perform 
anco ol the rites prescribe I tin rein de­ 
pended not only the future welfare of the 
individual, hut that of all I rie l a t large. 
lf all would un fortnly perform the same 
rites God would be com pel lei! to disniissthe 
m essiah and to send him to the earth. The 
arrival ot ibis divine m essenger would at 
once change their rn scry into gladness, 
th eir wapping into dancing. 
The Shulchan Aruch is a collection of all 
th e pract ices and usages winch had become 
custom ary among Jew s during Hie many 
centuries of their existence: it conia in tho 
wisest prescriptions by the sid > of the most 
absurd superstitions. 
'Hie author never 
questions why such anti such a p ra c tic had 
Iicqn introduced. W believer lie find that 
some ancient author has expressed him self 
favorably in regard to a certain custom be 
adm its it at oui e and holds every dew re­ 
sponsible for its snit t fulfilm ent. Criticism 
or scepticism had no place in his nature; 
be never doubted the words of a w riter 
of tho past. His book spread a gloom all 
over Judaism . It banished the sm ile from 
every lace and made tile Jew old before bis 
tim e. 
It was Karo who gave in his "Shun fan 
A ruch" to tim Puritans the prototype of 
their blue laws. He prohib.ted every en­ 
joym ent un the Sabbath day. He m ade the 
day of atonem ent, which was original y a 
pleasure dav, a day of gloom unil sadness, 
lie in used ti e v m s of the ca a a int > 
every holiday, brayer and cerem ony. How 
could it I e otherw ise? A m an who was 
conv need th at he could compel God to 
send the messiah before tile lim per tim e. 
who was 
po snailed 
th a t by the per­

Sins, mid tem pt at orts to sins, beleagtired 
the soul of the Israelite from m ottling tiff 
night, and even in his sleep he ■ ould not 
escape their power, he could s n even in a 
dream. 
The M nilchan Aruch was tho 
morose product of a morose s|)ir,t. 
At the 
tim e of Maimondes it would have been re­ 
jected with scorn. 
Two hundred years 
later it was rejected, or at least circnin- 
v, mod. 
At bis tim e it satisfied a public 
demand, and w'as greeted bv all w ith joy. 
Thus we behold Judaism changed ag in. 
but, alas! not im proved. The sceptic nail 
turned a m ystic, starves him self with fasts 
mid considers the earth a vale of tears and 
misery, in m onk-like fashion he aspires to 
rule God. w“i Ie he allows the reins w here­ 
with to govern the earth to slip trom his 
hands.

OLD RAILROAD SCHEM ES. 


H ow O u r G r a n d fa th e r * T h o u g h t to 
G et fr o m B o sto n to th e H u d so n . 
[Springfield Union.] 
There is an interest just now iii recount­ 
ing the efforts th at have been m ade at dif­ 
ferent tim '8 to build a gloat through line 
from Boston to th e West. Back as early 
as 1826, W’hen tho Erie canal was about 
ta open a new lino of travel and com- 
pierre betw>eu the Hudson and the lakes, 
M assachusetts was striving to ( pen a line of 
com m unication from Boston harbor to Hie 
Hudson river. 
Iii 1826, in com pliance w ith a resolve of 
the Legislature, Loam nu Baldwin m ade a 
prel m iliary survey for a canal from Boston 
to tho Hudson, and one of the routes bv 
which he m ade a survey was alm ost identi­ 
cal with the present line of the F tehburg 
railroad, ana he suggested a tunnel for tho 
conal through the Hoosau m ountain from 
the Deerfield river 
to North 
Adams. 
Another survey was m ade farther south be­ 
tween Boston and Springfield. The open­ 
ing of t e railroad from Hie gurney gran,to 
quarr es 
to 
tide 
water, 
a 
distance 
of 
about 
three 
miles, 
and 
the 
dis­ 
cussion 
and 
th e 
opening 
of 
short 
linos in E ngland, turned public attention in 
this Stale trom canals to railroads and noth­ 
ing more than the surveys and the m aking of 
report s cam e of thejproieet of building a canal 
from Boston to the Hudson; hut in 18..7 
and 1828 Jam es F. Baldwin who Is said to 
have I een a son of Loauiinff B ffdwin, made 
a survey of a railroad from Boston to the 
Connecticut river by two m utes. One fol­ 
lowed the line of tho present Boston & Al­ 
bany railroad, and the other was alm ost ex­ 
actly on the line of the Central M assachu­ 
setts railroad. Its greatest divergence from 
tho 
lino 
of 
the 
C entral 
was 
in 
the 
towns 
of 
Prin eton 
anil 
H ubbardston, the presi nt road going a little 
to the south of the survey of 1828. T hat 
line struck the W are river at Hubbardston 
and then followed it to Bondsville, tuenee 
to Belchertow n. There it bore to the left 
and passed through Granby anil South Had­ 
ley to the C onnecticut river at Rock feriy a 
half-mile below Mount Tom stat on on the 
Connecticut River railroad, instead of going 
through A m herst and Hadley. T il's line was 
log m iles long irom Boston. The exact dis­ 
tance from Boston to N ortham pton by the 
Central is 103 Va m iles. Tho survey of 1828 
contem plated the building of a railroad, the 
carson w hich were to he propelled by horses.

John Sherm an is as fat as a m atch and 
Daniel W. Voorhees as thin as a new feather 
bed. Both are tall, it is true, but Voorhees 
is taller than Sherm an. Both were Ohioans 
in the beginning, but Vootheea is now just 
as m uch of an Iud Aldan as if he had been 
bom down in Posey county, where the frogs 
have 
to roll 
logs to get a dry enough 
place to 
croak 
on. 
Sherm an 
has a 
dry 
and 
pallid 
face, 
bu t Voorhees’ 
cheeks 
are 
full 
of 
leaping 
blood. 
T ho form er is frugal in his habits and 
thrifty in his m ethods; the latter keenly 
loves the sift cushions and all other good 
things of tho world, and w ith him the 
m oney goes about as fast as it comes. The 
Republican speaks in tones th at seem to 
rise from his boots, while the Dem ocrat's 
come full and rich from his big neck, or 
thereabouts. Sherm an Is gray-headed and 
Voorhees redheaded. 
Sherm an’s thin, 
short w hiskers grow everyw here they will, 
but Voorhees cultivates a handsom e mous­ 
tache and im perial. Sherm an is four years 
older than Voorhees, aud the Ohioan had 
Iteen in Congress six years w hen tho Indi­ 
anian first came. 
It is difficult to realize w hat an old politi­ 
cal stager John .Sherman is. He will not be 
65 until next May. ye lie was a delegate to 
a national convention of W higs just 40 
years ago, He pres ded over tho first Re­ 
publican S tate convention in Ohio nearly 
38 years ago. 
Ho began early. 
He w as adm itted to tho bar the day after 
bis tw enty-first birthday. Ho has not prac­ 
tised for 30 years. 
Although tho soundest scholar of the 
groupof presidential possibilities am ong tho 
Republicans. S herm an is tile only one that 
did not begin life w ith a college training. 
W hilo his elder brother. W illiam Tecum ­ 
seh, was at W est Point, John was toting the 
apparatus of a surveyor’s party along the 
M uskingum river. Thou began w ith letters 
of sage and fatherly advice from tho futuie 
general a correspondence betw een the two 
brothers th at has never suffered an in ter­ 
ruption. Tecum seh’s letters to John num ­ 
ber in the aggregate more than 1000. and 
not one was ever lost or destroyed. These 
tw o m en are alike in nothing but physical 
outline. I question if John Sherm an has 
kissed half a dozen girls in his entire life. 
He cam e to Congress when he was 32, and 
th a t was 32 years ago. W ith tho exception 
of four years in Hayes' cabinet lie has been 
there ever since. Ho w ent to the Senate 26 
years ago and has been re-elected four 
tim es. He was the Republican candidate 
for speaker of the House 28 years ago. 
T here was no regular party caucus. The 
Kei ublicans had a plurality of votes over 
the distracted Democracy, which had split 
up into B uchanan Democrats. Lecompton 
Dem ocrats and "South A m ericans” .slier 
m an received all but one o tho Republican 
votos on tim first ballot and cam e w ithin 
about five votes of an election. He had al­ 
ready become such 


A P o u ltic e F orce 
th at all who were not for him at once were 
against him always. 
He did not lose or 
gain a single vote throughout 43 ballots, 
and a contest lasting tw o m onths. 
It was 
an unprecedented tight. 
As soon as S her­ 
m an got out of the way P ennington of New 
Jersey, a less aggress!\ e Republican, was 
im m ediately cliosen to preside. 
S herm an’s sole stock in trade even then 
was his v d e n t sectionalism , and such it 
continued to be until tie becam e secretary 
of the treasury at a most fortunate tim e, 
w hen values 
baa descended to bottom 
rock and, every change in the situation 
iiiu4 needs be for tho bettor. 
Since then 
lie has alternately posed as a solid financier 
and an old-fashioned waver of tho bloody 
shirt. Iii financial m atters his cool and 
superb calculation bas been carelessly m is­ 
taken by some people for fearless indepen­ 
dence. 
He lias never 
leady 
forsaken 
the 
sober 
and 
prevailing 
sentim ent 
of his constituents on any of tho money 
issues. 
O h o greenback ism was m ostly 
froth, ami Sherm an was not fooled by it as 
ileally all the rest of te e col 'Details of that 
State were. W hen lie w ent to the head of 
the treasury the financial isms were fa t 
playing out aff over tho country, and lair 
wisdom, w ithout a shade of courage In it, 
m arked the course th at tho secretary m ust 
pursue. 
The most grotesque incident in his life oc­ 
curred just before lie entered Hayes cabi­ 
net. He ounieved to Louisiana in the dark 
w liter of 1876-7 and, in the guise o. a v isa­ 
ing statesm an looking for lair play in the 
vote-counting, steered tho m iserable tools 
of the returning board in the work of earn­ 
ing their pay. 
I Ic n and there it was th at 
tim over-zealous senator seized upon the 
poor, lying wench. 
Eliza Pinkston, aud 
stood sponsor for lier bungling yarns. I be­ 
lieve E liza died in jail w hile he sat in the 
cabinet ot the president whose credentials 
wi re based on th e perjuries of such as she. 
He devoted his secretaryship to ids candi­ 
dacy for tho presidency. 
E verything he 
did he sought to have counted for him in 
tho convention of 1880. Hayes was w ith­ 
out, hope of a rem an nation aud therefore 
was not jealous of his aspiring cabinet 
officer. Ho let him have full play. The 
secretary reached out for the speculative 
business interests of the country w ith his 
financial p dicy and tried to capture the 
dem oralized Republican politicians of tho 
South w ith the patronage of the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Ho oven used tho stationery and 
clerical force ol the treasury in his presiden­ 
tial tx oui. A literary bureau was opened 
a year before the convention m et. It was 
located opposite Die treasury and a con­ 
gressional investigation afterw ard showed 
th a t Die boomers had resorted to the pet­ 
tiest m ethods in running tim concern. It 
was 
A n U gly L ittle N candul, 
and led to tho discharge of a subservient 
official or two in the Treasury D( paym ent. 
W hen the delegates to the convention 
were chosen it was found th at Blaine had 
captured supporters ev< ii in Ohio. 
But 
Garfield w ent to Chicago to speak Sher­ 
m an’s praises and show him self off. He ad ­ 
m ittedly had no idea th at Sherm an would 
com e anyw here near the prize, and the bee 
soon got into his own bonnet. People told 
him Dial be wai a more ava tai de Ohioan 
than 
Sherm an, 
and 
Garfield actually 
grinned. When he sw ung along the con­ 
vent ou aisles the delegates readily saw 
th a t he had more blood than his nom inal 
chief. A vote was cast for him on the first 
ballot, and it served to sound his nam e iii 
a dozen 
uioie ballots, w'hcn at la t it 
gathered a score of votes in a lump. J hen 
the whole convention cam e tum bling after, 
and ti e next president's lace was ai w hite 
as bis collar. 
Not a word did lie say of his obligations 
to his nom inal principal, and John Sher­ 
m an contented him self w ith the senatorial 
eium b th at Garfield 
brushed horn his 
bountiful table. B ut the bee lingered with 
him , and in 1884 he again w ent into the 
convention. This tim e His spokesm an was 
a clever, but defeated politician, Foraker. 
H ecould not, I ko Garfield, set the wildfire 
raging for himself. , But Sherm an, w ith Ins 
own State st ll divided, did not become a 
factor in tho president m aking. 
He has always been confident th a t this 
was the party’s fatal m istake in the 18*4 
cam pilan. He has no doubt th at hecould 
have led the Republicans to victory. 
The senator lielievos th a t his nam e and 
fam e are tho only solution of tim dark prob­ 
lem th at confronts the R epublican, this 
year. 
He opened his cam paign for the 
nom ination form ally and earnestly ii year 
ago Since then lie bas spoken in the South 
and West. and each tim e I o suited Ii s sen­ 
tim ents to his audience. Now he is about 
to en er New E ngland and m ake a tariff 
speech in Bos'on. -Ho is well liked by the 
Bostonians and the New E nglanders gen­ 
erally, but they have never yet show n any 
substantial evidence of the loudness. Be­ 
tween Sh rm an and Blaine New England 
ought to bo w ith th e form er, but she is not. 
She was for neither in 1884, but the coun­ 
try has got Die im press'on th at the Repub­ 
lican 
pol t cians, 
th e 
survivors 
of 
the 
m ugw um p 
detection, 
have 
at 
last 
em braced 
L lano. 
B ut 
Sherm an 
is a New Englander by direct descent and 
in m ental construction, wlulo Blaine bas 
not been Yankt eized at all by hts 3 0 or 35 
years’ residence am ong the Yankees. The 
Ohio v s tor will no doubt do his best to 
break the ground for him self in Massachu- 
sc bs. Ile w’as last there on a political mis­ 
sion in 1884. w hen lie w ent to Boston and 
spoke for Blaine. Say 
T h e W o r st o f S h e r m a n , 
and he still keeps th e credit of having al­ 


ways tlono his best for the Republican party, I 
No spite or M lously of hi* ever disturbed 
or w eakened the Republicans while in a 
fight. Personal defeat has never made him 
deaf to any call of s< rvi e to the party. 
T hat is not a hart th in g to say of a presi­ 
dential aspirant. 
r orakcr is again going to Chicago this 
year and he wilt again speak for Sherm an. 
But he will not go fbi* tim e under the cloud 
of defeat. 
He has carried Ohio twice since 
he last . a t iii Hie national convention. He 
will surely lie ihe centre of a how I at eve ry 
turn, and a friend of his said to me yester­ 
day. "lie will put In a word for Sherm an 
ami if the convention should warm to Fora­ 
ker. either for first or -ecoud pla e, wily, he 
he will be on the snot.” 
Sherm an him self has never received IOO 
votes for tlie nom ination in any convention 
and four \ears ago his Ii ghost record was 
30 on tim tirst ballot. T h at left him fifth 
in the race. 
He lias never had all of his own state 
and he never w ill have it unless Blaino 
gives him the field to himself. Hheriiiaiffs 
triends aro now thinking a little of the pos­ 
sibility ot Rift ne not standing for a renom i­ 
nation. They sav tiffs would give Mr. S her­ 
m an tlie lead. no m atter whom Mr. Blaine 
should favor. Some of them are trying to 
figure Mr. B laine’s tntcro t to lie iii the 
nom ination of Sherm an, w ith the prom ise 
th at ihe Ohioan aud the Maine m an should 
enter a joint presidency.

gress w ithout a cent and now lie is worth!

inoat m odest estim ates of his friends, In a 
national cam paign we should learn some­ 
thing about how lino his scruples arc in 
money getting, 
it would not be a canvass 
free from personals es. 
Sherm an is not an icy m an in his m eet­ 
ings w ith m en. He >s affable and en ter­ 
tain ng. But th at lie is cold in the centre is 
shown by tho tact th at after 65 years of 
life he in s not built up a close com panion­ 
ship with anv man. He is sociable tint not 
attaching. Ho never w on a political honor, 
but lias lost several by defending per-onai 
adherents. Oh o electa him to the Senate 
because he is tho biggest Republican in the 
Slate. W hen it comes to carrying prim a­ 
ries and choosing delegates Sherm an has 
no I'hanco of getting ais cue, 
His life in Mansfield and herein W ashing­ 
ton is extrem ely simple. He gives no gen­ 
eral dinners. Ho has. however, iii his Ring 
career here broken over tho social lim its of 
most of the floating politicians and cross! d 
the threshold < f tho old, resee'ed unchang­ 
ing res dent society. He does not go am ong 
these surviving so u th ern aiistocrals be­ 
cause be bas anv social am bition, but ho 
likes the quiet and tho enforced sim plicity 
of their entertainm ents. 
Ho is childless. Miss Mary Sherm an was 
adopted by the senator w hen s e was quite 
a child. Her pan ut- were acquaintances of 
tim Sherm ans, amt were reseed ed by them . 
But they tell th at they could not do their 
duty by Die little girl anil tin refore gave 
her up. M ary lost all recollection of lier 
change of bullies and did notdream th at she 
was not horn of the couple whom Hbe loved 
as 
lather 
and 
m other until th e cruel 
carelessness of a woman she m et in Europe 
n o tio n ? ago revealed the tru th to her. 
it 
was naturally a great shock. 
N either tire 
senator nor Mr->. .Sherman was w ith lier at 
the tim e, and she returned to them in m uch 
distress. 
Her friends beleve, 
however, 
that site now loves her foster parents more 
than e\er. She is a charm ing young lady, 
hardly 20 years of age, ami to lier all the 
tenderness of Die senator's nature goes out. 
Tho Hhormans are trom the C onnecticut 
stock, and John Sherm an’s father wax on 
the suprem e bench of Ohio. His m aternal 
ancestry is traced back to Rev. Anthony 
Stoddard, who settled iii Boston in lo:m. 
John Sherm an is Don Cam eron’s tup le. 
T hat 
m eans 
som ething 
political 
re 
some 
of 
.Sherman's supporters. 
They 
are lioping for help from Rennsylvauia. 
W hen I say Dint Sherm an is C am eron’s 
uncle I m ean th at th e Pennsylvanian's 
second and present w ile is a daughter of 
Johu S herm an's eldostr brother, Charles, 
who left the Ohio bench several years ago 
under unpleasant circum xt noes. 
John Sherm an will surely be a draw ing 
curd for tile Home M arket Club.

'I fie largest au th en ticated dia­ 
m ond crystal was found opposite Rich* 
m ood, at M anchester. Chesterfield county, 
Va., by a laborer engaged in grading th e 
streets. Its original w eight was 23% carats. 
b u t it had a large flaw in one side, an d 
had been injured by th e finder p u ttin g it 
into an iron furnace in order to prove its 
genuineness A lter cuttin g it w eighed 11% 
carats.

T he finest garnets in the world are those 
found near G allup, N .M .; Fort Defiance, 
Arizona, aud H elena, M ontana. They ara 
often associated w ith th e oily-greeu aud 
olive-green peridots called “Jo b ’s tears.” on 
the surface of an t hills, w here they have 
been carried not only by th e ants but also 
by Die scorpions. They are th ere called ru­ 
bies. A lthough th e gam uts Iound in tho 
diam ond m ines at the Cape of Good Hope 
(the lO-called "Cape rubies”) are larger iq 
size th an these, and perhaps by daylight 
equal to them , th ere are undoubtedly net 
garnets found th a t aDpear better in the 
evening aud bv artificial light than those 
from th e U nited States. 'Abe dark color of 
the Cape g arnets rem ains in 
artificial 
light, 
w hereas 
th e 
Am erican 
garnets 
show only th e c h a r bloodred hues. T he 
color of these is usually a rich red, ( u t very, 
often purple or alm andine, aud som etim es 
approaching to the tin t of honey. M any, 
thousand dollars’ w orth of these g arnets 
have been disposed of. They are rarely) 
larger th an three carats each. Fine gar­ 
nets are also found in N orm Carolina, P enn­ 
sylvania and New England. 
Tile tourm alines from M aine have long 
enjoyed a world-wide renown as th e finest 
known. Crystals m e r eight inches in length 
have been m ined, but. u n fo rtu n ately .m an* 
have been injured either by w eathering o t 
by blasting. A tine w hite cut achroite of 
23 carats, a tine r iby-red tourm aline of 
over 20 carats some green of over 25 
carats, and a L ure 
num ber of a ’m ost 
all conceivable colors, are in the H am ­ 
lin and Shepard collect.ons. The form er 
contains the finest series of this gem In tho 
world, and would furnish full suits for a 
dozen cabinets. At this locality are cry-tajs 
wh to a t one end. shading into green, th en 
light green aud finally red at the other end. 
We find here also the interesting occurrence 
of a green o uter crystal enclosing a w h ile 
one, w ithin w hich is a re d or blue centre. 
Tne gem s from tiffs locality w’onld am ount 
to m any thousands of dollars in value. 
A uburn. Me., has also furnished a num ber 
of light blue and the principal ligtiter 
shades of blue and pink gem s, but none 
over IO carats in w eight. 
Explorations a t 
Newcomb, X. Y.. during the last sum m er 
br. uglit to light m any fine brown and yel- 
lowisn crystals, some w eighing several car­ 
ats. which are th e finest yet discovered in 
this country, and 
closely resem ble tire 
brown gem s from C arinthia, Austria.

The family element in the half million 
tenders of The Boston Wek.kl y Globe is a 
large factor in New England aff airs. 
New England is the brains of the nation. 
Therefore, how clear it must be to all in­ 
telligent minds that the preservation of 
New England's purity, of New England s 
morals, the sturdily of New England’s fibre. 
is a primo necessity of the times in which 
we live, and for the time still in the future’s 
womb. 
It used to lie thought that New 
England's boys came naturally to New 
York, many of them going to the far V* est. 
and all in search of fortune. Ycu w’ould be 
amazed if you knew how many New Eng­ 
land girls come to New Yolk and rarely get 
beyond it. 
From Maine, New Hampshire. Massa­ 
chusetts, the in-c< me of g rlhood is some­ 
thing enormous. 
We find them in our stores as cashiers and 
sales girls.

ofone of tile greatest establishments in this 
country, as well known to punters in gen­ 
eral and newspaper men iii particular, as 
ary name outside the realm oi metropolitan 
editorship in the entire country. He is 
worth today between one m Ilion and two 
millions of dollar-, physically not well, 
mentally sturdy, blight, active, and as com 
potent as ever. 
With a singular infelicity he brought his 
boy up in idleness.
